GERMANY. 


The Zoll Parliament—Finance—Military Ab- 


sorptloii and the Great War Vortex—How 
tiie Nationajitietf ore AjBected. 


BEKLIN, June I, 1870. 


The Zoll Parliament, representing North andSonth 


Germany, lias closed the last session of its three 
years' legislative period. The next meeting of that 
body, whose existence is secured by treaties until 
1877, requires new elections. 
King William, in 


dismissing the members, expressed ranch satis- 
faction at the result of their deliberations—the 
adoption of ;the revised tariff proposed by the allied 
governments. He called it a praiseworthy conces- 
sion to national feeling, and a sacrifice on all sides 
for the benefit or tne fatherland. Those not behind 
the scene consider the action of the Zoll Parliament 
as a curiosity in parliamentary history; for during 
the sessions of 1883 and 1809 the government de- 
mands for an increase of the duties on tobacco and 
petroleum were flatly denied. The same was the 
case this year with respect to tne duty on coffee, and 
a vast majority voted against its but, strange to 
say, forty-eight hours worked a complete change, 
and at the last reading a majority as large as 
that of the previous noes ha'd shifted to the op- 
posite side, voting aye with the 
government. 


As to the means by which this compromise between 
the national liberals and the conservatives has been 
effected it is yet a mystery, and so secretly was it 
contrived that the Fortschritt party were taken com- 
pletely by surprise. They justly suspect that the re- 
convalescent patient at Yarzin, Count Bismarcfc, has 
applied the screws, as on former occasions, and 
thrown his whole weight and Influence Into the scale 
of government. While the duty on petroleum, yielding 
perhaps a million, had been almost unanimously re- 
jected when demanded last year by Baron Von Der 
Heydt the increase of the coffee duty, amounting to 
over a million and a half, has now been wrung from 
the Customs Parliament 


A natural concomitant to increasing the tariff on 


nrtlcles of general consumption is the prelect of en- 
larging the military budget. It is said that the Min- 
ister of War, General Von Eoon, will insist Instead 
of 225 thalers per head of the army on 240 thalers, 
an item of nearly 6,000,000 more in the ordinary 
6tat and on a similar amount in the extraordinary 
etat for the alteration anu improvement of the nee- 
dle guns. JudgingIrom the compliance heretofore 
shown by the representatives such demands, when 
made at the nest Kclclistag, may meet little resist- 
ance, regardless of the groans of the overburdened 
people and the helplessness of some of the smaller 
States, who entirely lack the means of payinjr their 
Bhare towards sucu an expensive military establish- 
ment.

IT I should stigmatize this all-absorbintr military 


proclivity of the North German Confederate govern- 
ment an "ill wind" 1 could not say or it that it blows 
nobody good, inasmuch as its direct consequence is 
a godsend to you in the shape of a vastly increased 
emigration to your hemisphere, and, as freely ad- 
mitted on all sides here, composed of better classes 
of people than have ever heretofore left the country. 
Large numbers of Intelligent and well-to-do farmers 
and mechanics of Pomerania, West Prussia and 
Posen are settling up their affairs and preparing, 
with their families, for the journey. Most of them 
go by Invitation or friends, who write in glowing 
terms of their success and bid them to come 
and 
occupy the fine lands 
they 
have se- 
lected ror them. 
Even in 
the 
province of 
.Brandenburg, the heart of Prussia, and this (Berlin) 
Its capital city, we know a district of nearly two 
hundred thousand Inhabitants—Prlegnttz, as it is 
called—which will furnish tins year quite a respect- 
able number of emigrants, and of the very best class 
of citizens. It appears that parties who emigrated 
years ago from that section to Illinois and settled in 
Chicago, where tney became very wealthy, have en- 
couraged some of their relatives to join them. Con- 
trary to intention, these private tidings of splendid 
success leaked out, imd having bei-ome known s'eue- 
rally many are now thinking ol umilarly improving 
their fortunes. There can be no doubt that these in- 
dustrious folks ot the district of Pr.eguttz nil! thrive 
In their new home, and thus illustrate how a per- 
verse government, by inflicting dire disease upon 
one country, may contribute to the healthtnlueas and 
welfare of another and better governed one. 


Owing to tee ease iu the money market here 
during che last month considerable transactions have 
tikeu place In American railway mortgage bonds, 
aud in certain cliques or the exchange Kansas 
Pacific, Rockiord, Rock Island, Chattanooga, Port- 
land, Peninsular Michigan, South Pacific, Missouri, 
Chicago and Northwestern, wim many other stocks, 
became in great demand. Some cautious bankers 
nere, however, are said to have remitted some of 
thuse bonds to your market, with the view or testing 
their value, when they were informed that they were 
not negotiable in Wall street, and Intended only for 
the Continent. Further, It is said that Baron Von 
Gerolt thought nt to address the department here 
o,u this subject, in consequence of which the Prus- 
sian Minister or Commerce advised the elders of the 
Stock Exchange to take precautions, as such bonds 
had no government guarantee. The latter, iu their 
baste to please the Minister, directed that no Ameri- 
can stocks, unless guaranteed by tne United States 
government, should be quoted iu the daily lists, add- 
ing the premonition that dealings In them were inse- 
cure. Hardly was this posted up when those inter- 
ested in the matter gave Iree vent to their indigna- 
tion, at tnis wanton proceeding, indiscriminately 
attacking all kinds of American bonds. 
Their ju»t 


* protests against this measure grew so strong that 
the elders felt themselves compelled, after two days' 
resistance, to rescind the prohibition, and we now 
find these mortgage bonds maintaining their former 
place in the quotations. 


The Marsen zeitung, or exchange journal, wnich 
stood altogether on the side of the malcontents, re- 
ported that Mr. Bancroft had been appealed to on 
the subject and would make it a matter of diplomatic 
action. On inquiry, however, we find that Mr. Ban- 
croft did not see any occasion to interfere iu the 
matter, as the aforesaid step was not an act of the 
government here. He Inlormea us that ir it had 
been, aud couched in such indiscriminate terms, he 
should then have thought it his dutv to interfere. 
At the same time he expressed his surprise that it 
snould not be generally known here tha" no railway 
bonds are guaranteed by government. The whole 
trouble, it appears, arose from the blunder of the 
bourse committee, who rn=tead of limiting their 
cauilon to certain enterprises, sweepingly con- 
demned the whole. 


While on financial matters I may mention that 
flve-twenty bonds are still a favoilte investment 
uere and maintain a steady price, varying seldom 
more than one-eighfc. —Sen other securities suffer 
very considerable fiuctuatious, as In the instance of 
the Lombaruy railway shares, wnich in the course of 
last month fell twenty-eight per ceut,

tor the Government. 
M. Ollivier has gained 


a decided victory In the Corps Leglslatif. Some 
of tne "right" would have been glad, with- 
out coalescing with the "left," to have made 
a motion, motwee, which the latter conia have 
accepted. Had this been effected and voted, the 
ministry muse Save resigned. 
M. Ollivier knew 


this, and toofc his precautions accordingly. The 
"right" dreads "like the devil does holy water'.' 
the withdrawal of article 291, which gives to the 
minister not only power to refuse periodical or per- 
manent political meetings, but also all reunions of 
any nature comprised of more than twenty persons. 
The "right," moreover, is aware that (although its 
members would hail with delight the return of M. 
Rouher) if the article be withdrawn they would not 
be re-elected. 


M. Ollivier clearly intimated that should H. Dn. 


vernois mate a speech hostile to the government 
in reference to the question yesterday before the 
Chamber the Cabinet would propose the abolition of 
the article, and that tnen his majority would consist 
of the centre arptt (right centre) and the gauche. The 
"right" would thus be left in toe lurch. The centre 
gauche (left centre; received the following hint from 
M. Ollivier:—"If you oppose the motion pur el sim- 
ple I will make no promise that the article shall be 
abolished during my administration, but if yon do 
not do sol give yon ray word that it shall be an- 
nulled, but when must be left to me." The Marquis 
d' Andelarre made his speech in that sense... 


The next political event of the day is the position 


of M. Picard and his new party, the Gauche Consti- 
tutionnelle. He and his friends take the same line 
that M. Ollivier formerly did before coming in to 
power. Theirs may be considered a legitimate op- 
position to the government This new party is a 
gain for the empire, its members having aban- 
doned republicanism to become supporters of the 
Emperor. 
M. Picard Himself is at present in 


a strange situation. Sot only is he the largest 
owner of shares in the Siecte and ex-political direc- 
tor of that paper, but he has also another journal, 
Lcs mecteurs Litres. The latter has already an- 
nounced itself as the organ of the new constitutional 
party, and, consequently, lias become Napoleontst. 
What the Slecte will doit is- impossible to say; but 
an article appeared in that journal on Friday In the 
algre-aoux style, lamenting what M. Picard had 
(lone. At any rate the Sieae will become better be- 
haved, although it may not outwardly give UD all 
republican appearance. One effect of the plebiscite 
was, you may remember, a discussion among the 
members of the centre gauc7ie, some of whom voted 
no, although the majority voted yes. Serious poli- 
ticians, although desinne ample democratic liberty 
repudiate the ambiguous situation 
of those 
deputies who. under the pretence of being "Irrecon- 
cllables," work to effect a revolution without con- 
sidenng the disastrous results with which it might 
be accompanied. The "extreme left" and republi- 
can party, which but a short time since numbered 
forty, is now reduced to thirteen. The power of M. 
Ollivier is at the present moment unlimited, and he 
Knows it. A person spoKe to him last week about 
the critical position of the government should M 
Betbmout's interpolation be successful. The Prime 
Minister smiled and replied, "Let them do as thcv 
like; I am too strong for them."

boulaye.

Marriage and Justifiable 
jealousy are synonymous terms here, and we are 
accustomed to shut our eyes to domestic troubles. 
Everything must come to an end. even tainting and 
"high strikes;" so. in due 'course, the lady 
came to her senses. The owner of the estab- 
lishment then expressed the great affliction he 
labored under, at having discovered that the lady 
was dependent on such a brutal husband "My 
husband, shrieked the lady; that man is not my 
husband. I do not know him. I never saw him 
before!" He was simply a chevalier a'inaustrie In 
the execution of nis profession. 


Of general news there is but little. During the 
past ten days the National Guard has been Impos- 
ing on us tnelr military presence. The various le- 
gions of Paris have been Inspected on the esplanade 
des Jncalldes. They come rolling along the streets 
with'heavy runereal tread, preceded by pioneers and 
band.

That ferocious looking 
sapeur vonipter, with leathern apron, grenadier's 
bearskin cap and Implements supposed to be neces- 
sary for clearing the way for the National Guard, is 
the milkman round the corner, outside of whose 
shop Is the sign Lait Cnaua, Matin et soir, the 
most terrific act of whose life has been the milking 
a cow. As for that Imposing drum-major who is 
putting and steaming along, he keeps a cabaret 
within an easy distance, and Monsieur le CavaUane, 
who perpetually turns to his men to impress the 
gaping bonnes and street ragamuffins with the Idea 
that he is a Martinet, is a worthy shoemaker 
who maae me a pair of boots which caused 
me whenever I 
wore them to curse their 
manufacturer. I could go on thus through 
the battalion. There is one little fat, chubby, apo- 
plectic lellow ploncnmg through the dirt who evi- 
dently wishes himself anywhere but in the ranks, 
l know him; his wife Keeps a linen shop, and he Is 
deeply skilled in ladles' underclothing. Some mouths 
since I entered his ahou. and found him behind the 


legitimist and republican organs. They proposed to 
have a dinner at the Cascade, In the Bois de Bou- 
logne for the purpose of coming to an under- 
standing and pledging themselves to do all In 
their power to -'turn out" the present Ministry.

If the bill for Eng- 
land srivea perpetuity and permanence to denomina- 
tional education the'demand of the Koman Catholics 
will hardly be resisted. It will be said "we desire 
equality In this matter also between England and 
Ireland," and the mixed system of education whicn 
was established In 1831 will be discarded. Now, 
what will be the consequences of denominational 
education In Ireland? • There are children of Pro- 
testants to the number of 24,000 in Ireland, scattered 
about In the various schools where the Roman Catho- 
lics form the great • majority. The" system of the 
Roman Catholic Church Is very absolute. I remem- 
ber some time ago Bishop Grlmths, on my saying to 
mm, "ir we propose any system Of education we 
shall not interfere with your religious views," replv^ 
tug, '-That is all verv well; but every subject taught 
is with us connected with religion and unless we have 
the enure control of the schools we shall not be 
satisfied." The result, then, in Ireland will be that 
;hese 24,000 Protestant children will be either obliged 
to submit to being taught Roman Catholic doctrines 
or be driven out of the schools altogether, and that, 
[ think, would not bs fitting for the House of Lords 
:o decide. Ano:her matter to be borne in mind by 
;he House of Lords is that the Church of Eng- 
and is not now exactly the same Church it was 
at the time of Archbishon Howley and Bishop Blom- 
ield. Tnere is a party in It now that is always 
:rying to assimilate the Church of England to the 
Churci of Rome, by introducing gradually the cere- 
monfes of the Church of Eome Into its worship. Step 
by step this party is introducing into our churches 
much of the Roman Catholic caremonial and of that 
alth which, at the time of the Reformation ws ab- 
ured. (Hear, hsar.) Tnerefore if we establish in the 
schools the denominational teaching of the Church of 
England we cannot be quite sure what in ten, twenty 
orthirtyyears hence that teaching will he. I.remem- 
ber a clever work-called "Foul Play," wherein the 
wo authors describe a ship coming from Australia 
having as passenger a returned convict on board, 
who, hearing a strange nolsa every night, watches 
and finds it proceeds from some men boring a hole 
with a gimlet in the ship's bottom, the conse- 
quence or whicn is that she founders. I sometimes 
thfnfc that there is a ffimlet at worK at tne oottom 
of the G>amn of England. (Hear, hear.) I trust 
the object of those who are using it 'will be defeated; 
but. I cannot help tlunKinpr that It benooves all men. 
not only dissenters, bat low church and broad 
churchmen—all, in short, who do not belong to tne 
ritualists—to be watchful in all they do, and take 
care that this Protestant country shall retain its 
Protestant Bible, its Protestant teaching, its Pro- 
testant schools, and continue to hold its rank among 
the nations of the world.

those who look forward with satisfaction to the time 
when patching up will no longer be possible, and 
when they must either leave the sick man to 
take care of himself without, in the Interval, having 
allowed him the requisite peace of mind and nour- 
ishment sufficient to give him strength, or they must 
come in again and attend personally to any neces- 
sary amputations. 


A rather sffly act of -the Viceroy has given .rise to 


some comment this week. The Egyptian Steam 
Company,5>f which, he is the larg<isir shareholder, has 
just been taken-over by him entirely, ana it is said 
that it will no longer navigate under Its present 
name of tne "Azlzleh-Company" ,(Aziz bemg the 
Sultan's name), but under another.denomination. 
The incident is trivial aud likely to pass without any 
official remark, but the public naturally points a 
finger at It. 


In tae meantime the Viceroy's brother here; 3Ins- 
tapna Fazll, continues in the Sultan's good graces, 
and holds the high post of President of the Grand 
Council, while the uncle. Halim Pacha, is pressing 
a heavy claim for indemnity agalng the Viceroy. 
The new regulations regarding the liberty of passage 
for all vessels through tiie Dardanelles and Eos- 
pttoros at all houts do not give general satisfaction. 
Sot only the extra fee charzed for the permission is 
a most heavy one, bnt with regard to large steamers 
the liberty allowed them Is quite illusory. The 
foreign embassies have protested, and consequently 
the atfair is far from being reckoned as settled. 
T,ne Public Works Minister, the Armenian Davud 
Pacha, has been very UL His detractors say that his 
sudden elevations have turned his head. His illness 
may account for the fact that the promised works of 
the railway and other improvements have not yet 
been commenced in the neighborhood of the capital. 
Road making In the provinces is, however, 
actively pushed on; the long neglected road from 
Trebizoad to the Interior has been taken In hand, 
and we hear rrom Adrianople that a great deal has 
been done there also dunntr the last six months. 
The project of turning Western emigration on to 
Turkey is also actively taken HP, and the Tnrkisn 
ambassadors In London and Paris have received 
orders to promise a free grant of land and exemption 
from taxation for ten years. I could believe in the 
immediate good results of these projects if to them 
the government added the other 'most necessary 
measure of lessening the burdens of the poor heavily 
taxed and brutalized Mohamedan and Rayah cul- 
tivators. They would soon cover thousands of acres 
wath wheat and other produce if they were simply 
allowed to Qay their taxes direct to the government, 
and not to b'e handed over to cheating and brutal 
farmers of government taxes, who make enormous 
profits at the expense of the peasants.

Earl Russall sa:d—I do not think I can take a 
beaer opportunity of delivering to you my ooinions 
with regard to this society and the position in which 
the question of education stands than when we are 
returning our thanks to her Majesty tne Queen. From 
its first beginning (sixty-two years ago) this socletr 
has received trie patronage and. support or tne 
Crown. (Hear, hear.) From the days of George In. 
until now we have received support and assistance 
Ircrn the roval authority. (Cheers.) It has been 
stated, I believe, by some over-zealous friends or 
mine that I was the person who first set up this so- 
ciety, and- that is is a pet or rancy or mine to sup- 
port. I am entitled to no sucn honor—to no such 
distinction. My fatner, indeed, had a great share In 
fts first foundation, and I had the sentiments which, 
arways Influenced him implanted by him in my mind 
in my early days; and all tne credit I can cliilrn is, 
that I nave maintained the principles I imbibed Irom 
my father, and have endeavored to carry into eu'ect 
those views which he throughout his life held. (Hear.) 
This question of national education is oae that at 
the present moment divides public opinion; and It is 
necessary, therefore, to recur to some of the arse 
principles of this society. Sow, the first principle of 
all was that we should introduce religion into our 
teaching, and that tlie Bible should be the founda- 
tion or that teaching. For my part, I cannot con- 
sider a young man educated If he has not received 
religions instruction. He may read aud write well, 
be well versed in arithmetic, geography, history and 
other subjects, bat that Is Instruction, and I cer- 
t&miy should not call tae person whose attainments 
were limited to these an educated man. unless he at 
the same time had implanted In his mind the princi- 
ples of the Christian religion. That is the principle 
of the society, and that prlncrole, whatever the 
Legislature may do, we are bound to carry out- An- 
otiier principle is that we have from the first founded 
our religious leaching on the Bible, laying aside 
all catechisms and formularies. 
(Cheers.) 
The 


Bible comes from 
God, aad conveys to us 


the word of 
God and 
the 
mind of God— 
(hear)—but the catechisms and formularies have 
been adopted from time to time by men according to 
the passions or circumstances of the time. They 
convey the opinions, the learning ana the sentiments, 
but also tne jaults and passions of the times in which 
they were framed. I may state an instance to show 
the defects which In the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries, when those formularies were adopted, 
prevailed in public opinion on these subjects. There 
13 no lesson—no moral lesson whien yon will Hud 
more pervading the Bible than tne doctrine that we 
ought to forgive those who trespass against us, and 
that it is only on condition that we do so that God 
will forgive us our trespasses. We read in the Old 
Testament that most touching and affecting story of 
how Joseph not only forgave his brethren who had. 
sought his death, and sold him to slavery, but, return- 
ing good for evil, how he provided them with- food 
and sustained their lives dnring the famine, and 
afterwords planted tnem in the best of the land of 
Eepyt. That lesson is repeated over and over again 
in the Kew Testament.

Its mission is to restore 
us to that happy condition we were in before 
the great necessity came—when the American 
people hardly knew what taxes were—when 
there was no national debt—when the citizens 
of the United states were more comfortable 
and easy in their circumstances than the citi- 
zens of any other nation on the earth. 
Its 


mission is to reduce taxes, to pay the debt, 
to develop the resources of the nation, and 
in an administration thus entrusted with a 
great duty growing out of the war the repub- 
lican party has a bond of union only less 
potent than the war itself. 


In the case of Cuba we saw the President 


declare what he conceived to be the only policy 
consistent with the performance of his duty to 
the country, and we saw the party, with only as 
many stragglers as a battle always causes, 
assent to his declaration and rally to support 
him in it.

and the authorities there expect that it will 
jring us immediately to a sense of our in- 
significance.

does not they will 


jrobably close the Welland Canal against us, 
and do other things to ruin our commerce and 
jauperize ug generally.

edifices, Beethoven concerts, crystal palaces, 
>oulevards and all that sort of finery which 
lelp to make up a magnificent city, while we 
have a water front of rotten dock j" and mud 
filled slips ? Hurry up Messrs, Dock Commis- 
sioners and show us some improvements. 
Give us a commencement at least. 


Church Services on a Hot Day. 


It is eat|ier to make a church warm than to 


make one cool. Yesterday was the hottest 
Sunday of the season so far, and as a conse- 
quence the attendance at a majority of the 
churches was slim. The members of the fash- 
ionable congregations are either in Europe or 
in the country, while some of them, like a cer- 
tain class of French people, having spent all 
their money in winter and spring social 
and religious dissipation, have retired to the 
back rooms of their mansions, and are "not 
at home." When September arrives, and their 
husbands and fathers once again possess well 
filled purses, they will reappear in society 
and go to church like the good Christians they 
are. 
Their antipodes, the democratic classes, 


went yesterday to Coney or Staten Island; 
some on excursions down the bay, and others 
to Westchester, where they had the benefit of 
fresh air — and lager. 


Perhaps the only place of worship really 


crowded was St. Paul's Roman Catholic 
church, where Father Hecker, who has just 
returned from Home, delivered an interesting 
sermon on the Ecumenical Council. 
The 


reverend gentleman was quite eloquent and 
confident in his language, which latter, by the 
way, gave a flattering picture of the condition 
of affairs in the Eternal City. 
It being 


the Feast of Corpus Christi, the services 
at

Paul's, 
and 
at 
all 
the 


Roman 
Catholic 
churches, 
in 
fact, 


were unusually impressive, and if anything 
was capable of making the •worshipper ob- 
livious of the heat they assuredly were. As a 
general thing the preachers seemed to feel the 
enervating effects of the weather. 
Their ser- 


mons were not so animated as in cooler days. 
Mr. Frothingham brought down- the ther- 
mometer several degrees during his sermon 
on music by graphically describing the effect

with harmony." He declared that very few 
persons can interpret the music of this master, 
and he modestly intimated that he was one of 
the very few. Rev. Mr. Northrup, at the 
Twenty-third street Presbyterian church, also 
preached on the subject of music. He was 
less poetical than the Lyric Hall apostle, but 
quite as enthusiastic in praising the divine 
art. He, however, administered some severe 
blows to the opera, which, Heaven knows, is 
sick enough ia the United States already 
without requiring religious whacks to make it 
out of favor. 


Rev. Mr. Smyth preached the inauguration 


sermon of the American Free Church, which 
he designs as the nucleus around which all the 
contending sects can rally. 
Mr. Smyth was 


able and eloquent, and started on his new 
mission with every prospect of success. An 
interesting sermon, defining the position and 
doctrines of Unitarianisin, was delivered by Rev. 
Mr. Hepworth at the Church of the Messiah, 
while Rev. Sir. Bliss, at the New England 
Congregational church, deliverd a discourse 
on the rise and progress of Congregational- 
ism. It will undoubtedly gratify the members 
of these two denominations to learn that both 
are making great progress, and that the tenets 
of each are the only true and Christian ones, 
which latter claim is somewhat puzzling to 
outsiders, but is, we trust, satisfactory to those 
directly concerned. Mr. Beecher was as inte- 
resting as usual. His sermon, or rather lecture, 
was on the subject of inn»uj- and the use to 
ii/n'cli it cam be best put. 
He spoke highly of 


the ambition which seeks posthumous lame, 
and expressed the opinion that rich men ought 
to educate poor young men of genius, and 
live forever after in the fame they achieve. 
At the Church of the Strangers Dr. Deems'

Boston, and refused to serve him because of 
his color. Very bad ; very bad, indeed. How- 
ever. let Mr. Butler bear in mind that they 
who suffer on earth are rewarded on high, and 
not try to get even here by calling his brother 
bad names. And with this advice we close. 


IMPUDEXCE OF A COXGKESSIOXAI CAEPET- 


BAGGEK. — B. F. Whitteniore, who claims a seat 
in the House of Representatives as member for 
the First Congressional district of South Caro- 
lina, has proved himself as stupid as he is im- 
pudent. After resigning his seat to avoid ex- 
pulsion. for the sale of the cadetship, he ac- 
tually comes before the same Congress to take 
his seat again. 
General Logan hit the nail on 


the head in the debate on this matter last 
Saturday when he said, "The question to be 
decided by the House was whether a member 
who had escaped the odium of expulsion by 
reason of resignation should be declared en- 
titled to a seat in a body which had passed a 
unanimous resolution declaring him unworthy 
of said seat." If Wfiittemore had let his am- 
bition for Congressional honors cool off till 
another Congress came in he might have had 
a chance, but he stupidly came before the 
same body that declared him unworthy of a 
seat, and that a few weeks after such declara- 
tion, claiming admission again. 
This is 


about as cool a piece of assurance as we ever 
knew. It is probable Mr. Whittemore will 
have his trouble for nothing. 


THE INCOME TAX. — We learn from Wash- 


ington that the members of the Senate, or a 
majority of them, have listened to the senti- 
ments of the people on the income tax, and 
have become satisfied that it will not do to at- 
tempt any longer to collect money upon such 
an odious enactment.

Congress— An Important Week. 


The Cuban resolution?, the message of the 


President relative to the subject of Cuban bel- 
ligerency, the passage of the Apportionment 
bill in the Senate and of Garfield's Currency 
bill in the House and the business-like discus- 
sion on the franking privilege all combined 
to render the past week in Congress one of the 
most exciting and important since the days of 
impeachment.

zling rencontre of oratory and eloquence, 
such earnest and fiery debate, and such keen 
and trenchant retort as they were treated to 
on Wednesday during the discussion on the 
Cuban question, or to such a refreshing bur- 
lesque as the inimitable Whittemore furnished 
them on Saturday last, when he essayed the 
character of Dazzle, in his own farce of "Car- 
pet-bagging Assurance." 
In the Senate, of 


course, everything is dull. 
The 
exciting 


subject of impeachment was at times ren- 
dered dull by the "gloomy ponderosity" of 
that body, and, if we remember rightly, 
was enlivened at all only by the Old 
Bailey 
Quips of 
Ben. Butler, 
or 
"the 


hole in the sky" of Bingham, or the grim 
humor of Old Thad Stevens, all members of 
the House. 
In fact, it is never the 


case that the Senate rises of itself to the height 
of healthy excitement unless some irate mem- 
ber canes or pistols another, and thatjias not 
occurred since the fiery Southerners stalked 
haughtily from its halls. But it has transacted 
some very important business during the week 
in its sullen and formal way, while the more 
mercurial House has transacted equally im- 
portant work with all the glare and brilliancy 
of forensic pyrotechnics. 


With all this, however, the important mea- 


sures alluded to are still unfinished. 
The 


Senate has yet to act upon the Cuban resolu- 
tions and Garfield's Currency bill, while the 
Franking bill has not yet passed either 
branch, and the Apportionment bill must re- 
turn to the 
lower House for agreement 


with the 
Senate 
amendments. 
Besides, 


a number of appropriation bills, such as the 
army, the fortification and the civil service 
bills are yet to be considered, and a number 
of others, such as the legislative, Indian, naval, 
diplomatic and river and harbor appropriations 
have not yet been fully disposed of, being 
either before committees of conference or 
lying wholly untouched ia the Senate. 
Other 


measures fully as important as the appropria- 
tion bills are also unfinished, among them the 
Internal Revenue, Tariff, Funding and Georgia 
bills. 


There remain only twenty-three more work- 


ing days before adjournment, and it devolves 
on Congress, and especially on the Sen- 
ate, 
to hurry up. Such important mat- 


ters 
as 
tiie 
Appropriation, 
Revenue, 


and Currency bills shonld be acted upon at 
once and with deliberation. They should not 
be left to the reckless mercies of a worn-out 
Congress, panting in the heat of midsummer 
and the closing hours of the session, and 
anxious to get away at any price. 
The busi- 


ness to be left over ihonld be only the least 
irnpoi lunt, and as the House lias so far cut ou1 
the woik pretty well, the Senate should not 
lose time or spring new subjects. 
The aboli- 


tion of the income lax, the re-admission of 
Georgia and the complete eradication of the 
franking privilege are measures which Con- 
gress must attend to before it can go back to 
its constituents with a clear conscience. 


Itlosquito Suits. 


In the defensive war that the travellers on 


the Morris and Essex road are compelled to 
make against the oppressive regulations and 
unjust exactions of that company it is pro- 
posed not to unite their means on one suit thai 
shall try thoroughly before the courts the 
several points in dispute, but to tease the cor- 
poration with many small suits on the part of 
all the persons oppressed; and these proposed 
suits are likened to mosquito bites. We are 
afraid the corporation will stand a great deal 
of that teasing, and that it will be found to 
have for such mosquitoes the hide of a 
rhinoceros. In cases where the law is known 
and clear, because all the points have beea 
frequently determined on exactly similar cases, 
this plan answers. The poorest, humblest, 
least demonstrative individual gets damages 
against a company where a relative is killed : 
for the lawyers will take these cases without 
fees and abide the issue for their remuneration. 
But on many others our system of jurispru- 
dence simply works a denial of justice to any 
litigant who comes without a long purse. 
Even when judgment is rendered against the 
company the case goes from point to point on 
appeal, and the man who cannot afford to give 
up his business to redress his wrongs is de- 
feated with all the law in his favor. 
It will be 


thus with the mosquito suits on the Morris and 
Essex, but a united body of commuters could 
beat the company.

It 
would be well 


for all the country press to adopt the cash 
system. It would no doubt work as well in 
the rural districts as it does jn the larger cities, 
and be of great advantage to all the respectable 
country papers. The great cities, however, 
are gradually absorbing the newspaper busi- 
ness of the country. Railroads, telegraphs 
and steam machinery have within a few years 
swept away distance and brought the moat 
remote districts into, as it were, a common 
brotherhood with the populous marts of the 
land. But where local, non-partisan papers 
are needed they can be more safely and profit- 
ably conducted upon the "no pay, no paper" 
principle than upon any other.

Old World Special Letters. 


By a special correspondence from Europe, 


which appears in our columns to-day, we are 
enabled to continue our narrative of the pro- 
gress of events in the Old World. Our writers 
also illustrate the inclination of public opinion 
against .the crowns and the war-making power, 
besides noting the great change which is being 
developed in favor of international economies, 
cheap living and a cheap executive. 
The de- 


spatches come to us from Germany, France, 
England and Turkey. 
The Zoll Parliament, 


which represents the internal commercial in- 
terests of North and South Germany, closed its 
session by the adoption of a revised tariff oi 
border duties. Strange to say, the scale of 
charges is upward, and, consequently, against 
the pockets of the German people. 
The new 


tariff is, indeed, regarded as a concession by 
the Parliament to the war-making spirit and 
necessities of the allied and confederated gov- 
ernments of Germany, and as affording an op- 
portunity to the Prussian Minister at War to 
increase the demands of his military budgel 
enormously, whether the people like it or not. 


Premier Ollivicr was gradually and in a 


skilful manner removing the ground from 
under the feet of the French parliamentary 
oppositionists. Preparations wore being madu 
for 
the 
commencement of 
the 
French 


regicide trials. Crime, love and romance pre- 
vailed, as usual, pretty generally in Paris. 
The questions of public education and church 
discipline and control were canvassed anxious- 
ly in Great Britain, Earl Russell, the school 
masters of Scotland, and the Catholics of Eng- 
land having all had a "say" on the subject. 


Turkey remained agitated on the subject of 


the Egyptian policy. It is hinted that the 
Viceroy has many and powerful friends in Con- 
stantinople, and that the Western Powers will 
be compelled to face the Eastern question at 
an early day, notwithstanding any preseal 
"patchwork" diplomacy.

brig 
Josephine, which has jusl 


been overhauled 
by the

authorities at Norfolk, are severely punished 
for their infamous treatment of the pilot 
who had that vessel in charge on the 
Chesapeake Bay. 
Captain Cole, it appears, 


was piloting the brig to sea when he was set 
upon, robbed of sixty dollars and his life 
threatened by the mate and sailors, so that for 
three days he dared not close his eyes in sleep. 
It was only by jumping overboard and swim- 
ming to the boat of a passing schooner that he 
escaped death at the hands of the 
ruffians 


on board the Josephine. 
It is not often re- 


membered, perhaps, that a pilot solitary and 
alone on the deck of a foreign vessel, often 
manned by desperadoes, runs a considerable 
risk if he has anything on his person to tempt 
cupidity. 
Therefore, our pilots should be pro- 


tected from such dangers, although, in this 
case, the crew claim that the pilot was insane. 


PEOTECTION 
TO AMERICAN INTERESTS IN 


VENEZUELA.—Mr. Secretary Fish seems to have 
waked up a little to the protection of American 
interests abroad. In reply to a request of some 
New York merchants for protection to our citi- 
zens and trade at Maracaibo, Venezuela, he an- 
nounces, in a letter published yesterday, that 
Rear Admiral Poor, commanding the North 
Atlantic fleet, had been instructed to take 
such action as he may be able, to give the pro- 
tection desired. 
There are few Americans 


and not much trade, it is true, at Maracaibo, 
but this desire to protect even a small number 
of our citizens, or even one, and the little 
American interests there, shows something of 
the spirit of the British government in such 
cases. We only hope Mr. Fish will not "strain 
at a gnat and swallow a camel"—will not nog- 
oct the outrages on and murder of our citi- 
zens in Cuba and the insults to the American 
flag there while he is giving protection to lesser 
ntcrcsts in Maracaibo.

While the happy task of chronicling the 


safety of a passenger steamer falls to our lot 
the distressing news reaches us of a terrific 
fire in the city of Panama, accompanied with 
serious loss of life and the almost total destruc- 
tion of the business portion of the city. 
Tho 


scenes are described as dreadful. No resources 
were at hand to subdue the flames. It is said 
the only fire engine on the Isthnms was the 
one in Aspinwall, and this had to be conveyed 
by rail across the country while the city was 
in flames. Two hotels and most of the promi- 
nent buildings on Mercedes street have been 
destroyed. Houses on. both sides of some 
streets have been reduced to heaps of ruins. 
The number of lives lost is set down at twelve, 
but it is feared that the figure will reach a 
much greater number. 


Our correspondents in the several South 


American republics and in the empire of Bra- 
zil furnish us with interesting resume of the 
progress of events throughout the Southern 
Continent.

Bay lo the contrary, for from present appear- 
ances this country next fall will, in the excess 
of its products, be prepared to feed the hun- 
gry of half the world, and yet retain abund- 
ance in store for its own population. 


Distributing lite Public Lands. 


The government has been liberal in the dis- 


tribution of the public lands, every acre o 
which, it is not necessary to say, belongs to 
the people of the United States. From sta- 
tistics of the General Land Office it appears 
that up to November last over four hundred 
millions of acres have been donated to various 
recipients, and since that date immense grants 
'of the public domain have been made by Con- 
gress. The railroads, of course, running over 
'the prairies to the Pacific have got a large 
^portion, amounting, as the figures show, to a 
"hundred and eighty-two millions of acres. 
The division of these lands irs so arranged that 
every alternate section is reserved to the gov- 
ernment, and the other section, is granted to 
•the railroad, so that purchasers paying four or 
fiva dollars an acre to the railroad company 
generally endeavor to locate themselves on 
the margin of the government lands, which 
they can buy for a dollar and a quarter an 
acre, and thus by adding to the railroad land 
obtain a pretty extensive farm at a moderate 
j>rice. It appears from the figures that under 
£he Homestead law twelve millions of acres 
3iave been taken up free of cost. The soldiers' 
claims, previous to the 
late war in the 


Bouth, including the 
war of 1812, are 


•covered by grants 
of sixty-one 
million 


^icres. 
Grants made to individuals and 


companies 
for 
various purposes amount 


to eleven million acres; to schools and asylums 
•seventy millions; but of course the railroads 
come in for the largest portion, because they 
-are expected to make the largest return in the 
*way of extending civilization westward over 
rour yet unsettled domain and carrying all 
our machinery of progress through and over 
!the wild regions of the Rocky Mountains to the 
'golden shores of the Pacific, and from thence 
(to the nations of the Asiatic Continent, whose 
Copulations are even now, to a certain extent, 
"feecoming alive to the influence which we have 
quietly and peacefully and by the force of ex- 
ample introduced among them. 


But we must not be too lavish in the disposal 


of our public lands. There are a good many 
ends yet lo be accomplished by the distribution 
of "Uncle Sam's" extensive farm in the way of 
developing mineral regions and so forth. The 
government and Congress should be a little 
chary of making wholesale grants of land 
xvhere no equivalent is likely to be forthcoming. 
The public domain is evidently gradually 
slipping away from the hands of the people 
•who own it. Four hundred and fifty million 
acres have been given away within a compara- 
tively short period. Would it not be wise in 
the government to exercise some caution in 
the distribution of the public land which is still 
in their possession, amounting probably to 
not more than a thousand million acres ?

Two Brothers Drowned in the Hudson While 


Bathing—Robbery of a Pougukeepsie Hotel 
Proprietor. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, June 19,1870. 


A sad drowning affair occurred here this morning. 


At eight A. M. Patrick and James Eooney, twin 
brothers, agea thirty-four years, who have been 
doing business on Main street as carpet dealers, 
started for Fox's dock to gp in bathing, accom- 
panied by a German in their employ. After being 
to the water a short time James was heard to cry 
for assistance, as though attacked with cramps. 
His brother Patriot pushed out towards mm, when 
the two clinched and both seemed to be strangling. 
Finally they parted, both still struggling, when the 
German endeavored to assist them, but before he 
reached them they both sank to rise no more. The 
German, very greatly excited, came very near 
drowning also. The bodies of tae Rooneys were 
recovered Ia about wo hours after, when Coroner 
Aiidrus held an inquest, the jury returning a verdict 
in accordance with the facts. James Booney was 
married about six weeks ago, and PatricK; was en- 
gaged to be married. They were hard working 
younsr men, Hearing excellent reputations, and this 
sad end has cawed a profound feeliug of regret 
throughout this community. 
They leave two 
brothers, an aged mother and a sister behind. 
Crowds of people have flocked to their late residence 
to view the bodies. 
Mr. Putnam, the proprietor of the Morgan House, 
was robbed or near $900 last night. He left his wal- 
let laying on the desk for a second only, to talk to a 
servant, and when he returned it was gone. One of 
the guests of the house is suspected.

Among 
those tested are included several sent by European 
manuracturers and now

governments. But although 
excel- 
lent weapons they were round to bu inferior 
to many American inventions. Hereafter the rifle 
for the Inlantry and the carbine and pistol for the 
cavalry will be made on the same system of breecU 
mechanism aud each witli a calibre of firty laches. 
As hoou as the selections of this board are intro- 
duced among the troops it is thought they will 
be armed and equipped in a superior manner 
to any European armies. 
The same 
ofllcers 
have also been entrusted with the revision 
ot tactics for the cavalry, artillery and infantry. 
They have Harmonized the tactics lor the three 
arms or service, as far as practicable, and simplified 
tue whole system of commands, establishing them 
upou a regulated and umlorm basis. 
A committee of the board are now at Fort Hayes, 
Kansas, where eight companies nave assembled to 
allow them to practically test the new tactics.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE DAT. 
The various towns must send a special committee 
to Woodstock, previous to the 4th of July, to arrange 
for a lot outside the Tillage, to accommodate their 
horses and carriages, and they must guard their own 
property during the day. The several towns which 
secure lots for horses and carriages must designate 
the same by sigus ac the entrance. 
Processions will be permitted to enter the village 
before twelve o'clock, but they must pass out imme- 
diately, ou leaving their passengers, to the lots pro- 
vided. 


No carriages or horses will be permitted to stand, 
or remain ou the public highway, or on the Com- 
mon, within the village limns, during any part of the 
day. 
The town of Woodstock has voted to give the Com 
mntee of Arrangements (which embraces all the 
selectmen and otners) full control through the entire 
day ofall the highways, commons and public grounds 
within a compass of one mile from the centre of the 
village, and a large, well-drilled police force will see 
that good order is preserved, and will promptly ar- 
rest all disturbers of the peace. 
The sale of all intoxicating drinks will positively 
be prohibited during the entire day, and all intoxi- 
cated persons will be unceremoniously removed. 
Tiie firing of cuns, or pistols, or the use of any 
kind or firearms—except the cannon under the 
special charge of tho Committee of Arrangements— 
is positively furbiddun. 
The Committee of Arrangements expect to furnish 


from a large public tent, or stands, all the food that 
will be required during the day. If they cannot do 
so they will give public notice throuoh the papers to 
the contrary. No food or drinks from carts or stands 
will, therefore, be permitted to be sold, except as 
above, under the direction of the Committee or Ar- 
rangements. 


No shows or exhibitions or any kind will be per- 
mitted unless by special consent in writing or the 
selectmen or the town. 


A large elevated platform will be erected near the 
speakers' stand and seats for the celebration and 
concert will be sold to those who desire them 
Tickets are reserved for the celebration or concert 
Seats may be secured before the 4th or July or E. H 
Cook, or Woodstock, on payment to him, or remit- 
tance to him, of the sum of one dollar each. Any 
seals unsold will be disposed of on tne day of the 
celebration. If more seats are called for than are 
provided the ihoney will be refunded. Tue sale of 
tickets will commence June 27, one week Defore the 
day of the celebration. 


If the day Is lair the crowd will be so large oil 
Woodstock Common that the Committee of Arrange- 
ments suggest to all persons who desire to have a 
near view of the Presidential party and the proces- 
sion, to Imd some position on the line of the road 
leading from Putnam to Woodstock. 
Flags and banners will be in order in the hands of 
all the people on that occasion. All persons are re- 
quested to decorate their buildings and ao every- 
thing in their po wer to express their cordial welcome 
to the distinguish guests.

SEEIOUS SEOOTIHG AFEEAY. 


Shot by 
JFireman™Ante-Mortem 


Not far from twelve o'clock on Saturday night 


Captain Cameron, of the Eighteenth precinct, re- 
ceived information that Patrick Farrell, living at 
221 First avenue, had been, shot at the corner of 
Fourteenth street and First avenue, and on making 
inquiries learned that such was the case. Farrell 
was found in a drug store corner of Fifteenth 
street and First avenue, suffering from a pistol 
shot wound in tne right side, the 
bullet 


evidently having passed inward and lodged in the 
region of tne kidneys. It appearing tuat the pistol 
had been discharged by William Hamilton, engineer 
of flre engine No. 5, located at Fourteenth street and 
First avenue, Captain Cameron despatcned officers 
In search of Hamilton, but they could not find him. 
la the meantime Farrell was removed to Bellevue 
Hospital for treatment, his condition being regarded 
as extremely critical. Hamilton Sept out or the way 
till half-past nine o'clock yesterday morning, when 
he appeared at the Seventeenth precinct station 
House 
and surrendered himself 
to 
Captain 
Mount. In explanation Hamilton stated that while 
standing in front of his engine house lie was at- 
tacked by Patrick Gleason, of No. 347 East Twelfth 
street, and William and Patrick Callahan, living at 
No. 27 Seventh street, who beat him. severely, and 
that In self-defence he discharged his pistol at tue 
assailants. Hamilton denied knowing nil yesterday 
morning that any one was siiot. but thought it pru- 
dent to absent himself for tlie time being. Warden 
Breunan, ofBellevne Hospital, having not:fled Coro- 
ner Flynu or Farrell's condition, an aute-morteiu 
statement was taken. 
Morris W. Shannon, of 426 East Thirteenth street, 
who witnessed the affray, deposed before the Coroner 
that William Callahan, his brother Patrick. Farrell 
and others came to the engine house where Hamilton 
was on duty, when William Callanau made an as- 
sault on Him. Hamilton procured a stick with which 
to defend himself when Patrick Callahan ana his 
brother renewed the assault, whereupon Hamilton, 
ran Into the engine house, and, getting nis pistol, 
flred three shots into the crowd, thus wounding 
Farrell. 


The latter, who does not think he will die from the 


effects of the wound, stated that lie was president or 
the Minerva Association, which meets every Satur- 
day night at 232 First avenue. After the meeting on 
Saturday night himself and several friecas met 
Hamilton, with whom William Callahan commenced 
to dispute, an ill-feelins having existed between 
them, as Farrell alleges, because Hamilton Has beeu 
In the habit of beating one or Callauau's brothers. 
Farrell says tuat 
Hamilton, 
being much ex- 
cited, ' ran to the engine 
house, 
and re- 
turned with a club (directly afterwards), says Far- 
rell, Hamilton went back to the engine house, and 
coming back with his pistol flred one shot at William 
Callahan, when he.(Farrell) endeavored to catch 
Hamilton's hand to prevent him from shooting 
again; Farrell says he grasped Hamilton, who broke 
awav, and when, not more than a foot distant He 
flred two shots at film: Farrell, feeling that he was 
shot, grasped Hamilton again, bat being weak Far- 
rell was taken away. 
Dr. McJiaster, of Bellevne Hospital, deposed that 
Farrell received a pistol shot wound m tuerisrht 
lumbar region, the bullet passing upward and la- 
ward; in the doctor's opinion, the ball entered the 
abdominal cavity. 
The jury rendered a verdict against Hamilton, and 
he was committed to the Tombs to await the result 
of Farrell's injuries. 
Thomas Cneever, John Costello and Lawrence 


Merey, two of the firemen, witnessed the occurreafce, 
and corroborate the statement made by Shannon. 


RUNAWAY ACCIDENT IK THE PABK. 


A lady named Mrs. Robertson was driving, with 


her sister, in a light carriage, drawn by a pair of 
horses, in the Park yesterday afternoon. The car- 
riage was run into by a buggy, steered by some 
blnndenng Jehu, and the horses, becoming un- 
manageable, started off at a hign rate of speed. The 
ady held on to the lines with indomitable pluck and 
coolness; but in rounding a sharp corner the pole 
snapped and the carriage was overturned, throwing 
is fair occupants to the ground with considerable 
violence. Beyond a few bruises and scratches, how- 
ever, both the ladies escaped serious injury. The 
husband of Mrs. Robertson and another gentleman 
were riding saddle noises in the wake of the car- 
riase, and made several attempts to "nead off" the 
unaway team, only coming np witn it in time to 
vitness, but not prevent the catastrophe.

THE DARIEI CANAL EXPEDITION 


Poor Prospects—Heavy Eains—A ITew Workiny 


Party—Seten of the Old One—Condition of 


the Men.—STo Satisfactory Besnlts Ac-. 


complished—The Men Becoming 


Discontented—Desertions- 


Tie Byack Heard from. 


By arrival of an Aspinwall mail per steamer 


Mernmac (via St. Tnomas) we nave advices from 
ttie Darien surveying expedition to May 30. 


The weather had continued extremely unfavora- 


ble for the surveying parties. The riins were of 
daily occurrence and - very heavy, swelling the 
streams to torrents. In consequence of the heavy 
fail of water it had" been dlfflcult to keep the work, 
ing parties at the Iront supplied with provisions. 


On the loth of May a new working .party,|nnaer 


Lieutenant Hub&ard, started, for the front to relieve 
.Lieutenant Hitchcpct and party, 'who had con- 
ducted the survey from tae Bay of San Bias to » 
point thirteen miles inland. The return squad ar- 
rived at the beacn on the 18th, liunsry, ragged and 
exhausted. On the same date 'Lieutenant Hnbbard 
reported, from a point fourteen miles Inland (by the 
line of survey), that the highest elevation yet at- 
tained was only 178 feet 


On the 20tn uve men of the working party were 


lost in the woods. Search was instituted, and they 
were found, after two days' wandering and when 
serious fears for tneir safety had begun to be enter- 
tained. 
• On May 27 active preparations were doing forward 
on board the Nipsic and the Guard for return to 
New York. On the28tntne commander of the ex- 
pedition changed Ms plans, and It is now believed he 
will continue bis survey until one of the surveying 
party shall nave crossed the dividing ridge ana 
communicated with the survey from the Kyack, on. 
the Pacific aide. A letter was received on the 28ta. 
from the commander of the Nyacfc, stating that his 
party were some distance np tue Byano river, the 
course of which they expected to leave shortly, to 
ascend tae Ifarmonia river. The aim of Captain Self- 
ndge is to reach, the Marmonla from this side and 
descend the stream, meeting tne party from the 
Nyack. The Nipsic was to leave for Aspinwall on 
the 31st, it being Selfridge's intention to pay a visit 
to the Nyack's commander, via Panama Railroad. 


At date of oar advices Lieutenant Hnbbard's 


party had surveyed twenty miles from the beacn, at 
which distance the highest land elevation found was 
S09 feet, the elevation of the river's bed being 295 
feet. The surrounding country was very rugged 
and difficult. 
Donkey transportation nad 
been, 


abandoned, and provisions for the working party 
were sent forward in small quantities on the backs 
of tne men. 


On the 29ta of May Captain Selfridse ordered 


Messrs. Moser and Bowditch to take one macTiecero, 
with plenty of provisions for tne party, go to the 
head of Lieutenant Hnbbard's line, and from thence 
strike a south southeast course and endeavor to 
reach tlie Ban Jose, Marmonia or other nver on that 
line flowing towards the Pacific Ocean. They were 
to make a pace traverse of the route, and Llenten- 
aut Hubbard was to follow as fast as possible, with, 
compass and level- 
On tne 30th orders were issued that Lieutenant 
Hitchcock, Lieutenant Goodreil and six men, fully 
provisioned, leave tbe beach early on the followine 
mornlns to relieve Lieutenant Hubbard and party— 
tlie latter to return to tue beacn at once—and, 
taking a south-southeast course, to make for the 
San Jose or Mormoma river, then to proceed (if 
deemed prudent) to tlie Pacific Ocean, or until the 
party from tne Syack is encountered. No ordeis 
had been issued recalling Messrs. Moser and Bow- 
ditcn. 
The general hcaltn of the expedition was lair, no 
sickness having appeared except fever and ague. 
The mea, however, were exceedingly dissatisfied 
-ffiih. Captain Seifnage's determination to prolong 
their stay on the isthmus. Five men have deserted 
from the Guard, and more would go if they had an 
opportunity. Officers ana men complain that their 
endurance has now been taxed to tbe utmost ana 
tuat ' longer stay in such a climate will be 
dangerous. 
Most of 
the men 
have 
worn 
out all tueir clotliing and shoes, and the ofilcera 
are in little better condition. 
There are not 
half a dozen pairs of slices in the Darien or ships* 
stores. The men are deeply in debt, having worn 
out more clothes on the expedition than would be 
required for a three years' cruise. Tbe pay and al- 
lowances are not greater than wbeu on a cruise, and 
unless relief is afforded by the government the expe- 
dition will be a costly one to those engaged in It 
The following incident occurred on the loth or 
May:—One of tne marine guara, returning from the 
front, while swimming a river, was chased by two 
large alligators, and witn difficulty escaped- 
Ou the 17th Irlali potatoes, beeis :md carrots were 
distributed in camp, which were brought from San 
Francisco via Panama and AspinwaU. 


• On the 18th in attempting to ford a river Lieutenant 
Hubbard was swept down by the current and nar- 
rowly escaped drowning.

Safety of the Steamship Henry Cftanncey— 


One of Her Shafts Broken When Only a. 
Fevr Miles Out from Aspinwall—Her Kctarn 
to Tttot Port. 


ASPINWALL, June 5, 1870. 


The steamship Henry Clianncey, which left this 


port for Kew York- at eleven P. M. on the 2d instant, 
broke tne shaft of her port wheel when only a, few 
miles out and return ed on the morning of the 3d. It 
being impossible to make the necessary repairs at

largo JFire in Panama— The Greater Portion 


of the Business Part of tho Town DC- 
Btroyed—Several Lives Reported tost. 


PANAMA, June 5—9 A. M. 


A terrible fire broke out m Pannxna at about half- 


past one A. M- and la now raging furiously. It 
originated at the Aspinwall Hotel, in an. unoccupied 
room, No. 23, and connected at once with the Se- 
vellos House. Sternbergh's store, Camprubios', the 
Trench Bazaar, Herzbrujer's drag store, Samuel 
Piza<t Co.'s, Bergamotte's, 1.1. de Teaza Bcnnndcz's 
stores and several private dwellings were burned. 
The names extended down Saa Juan di Dios 
street 
as 
far 
as the 
Bank of Panama, 


which caught fire, but Is not as yet burned. 'An at- 
tempt was made to blow up a house on the block at 
the back of the bant to be in season to-save the 
Grand Hotel building. Panama is in confusion and 
families are rushing from their homes; the streets 
and PJuza are strewn with furniture and church or- 
naments. Everybody is in a state of excitement of 
course, and the'scarclty of water renders the condi- 
tion of affairs more frightful. Mr. McNicler'shousehas 
been burned, and Goldsmith's house has been thor- 
oughly gutted, though still safe. The people seem 
to be ihoroughly appalled and Inactive, and permit 
the flames to do their wort. 


So far it is calculated that some twelve lives 


have been lo»t aad many others burned or 
buried in the ruins of the Aspinwall Hotel. Imme- 
diately on receipt of the new* the steam lire engine 
and Fire Brigade of Aspinwall were despatched by 
special train to the scene of the conflagration by 
Colonel Totten, Chief Engineer of the Panama Rall- 
oad Company.

Large prizes were then onereo for the 
best specimens of home manufactures, and, as was 
reported at the time, some o: the articles exhibited 
would have been creditable even to New York. Am- 
ra.ited by the success of this experiment the gov- 
ernment determined to prosecute It on » larger 
scale, and the coming exposition Is the result. 
Alanulacturers sending their goods to Peru for 
exhibition are offered the most favorable conditions 
la regard to the expenses to be Incurred after arri- 
val in tlie country, the selection and appropriation 
01 positions and especially in the premiums held 
out to the most meritorious. Agents have been 
appointed for the diflereut European countries, 
and Mr Henry Meiggs Is named as commissioner 
for the 
United states. 
Any communications 
on the subject addressed to this 
gentleman 
in Lima, will receive attention. It is well now to 
invite the consideration of American manutacturers 
to the great advantages which tsey may derive from 
participating in this Exposition. Until the present 
time the markets or Pern have been almost entirely 
supplied by European Importations. English ma- 
chinery has been aad still is emDloved on nearly all 
of the great sugar estates throughout the republic, 
and upon tne principal railways connecting the capi- 
tal with this seaport and Cherrillos English locomo- 
ti ves alone are used. The recently decreed roads that 
are now partly working or in process of construction 
have in their service American engines and cars, 
and tne great superiority possessed bv these over 
the more antiquated English manufactures has ex- 
cited public admiration to an extraordinary degree. 
This circumstance, and the fact that tlie opening of 
tliese roads affords a large field for the develoomont 
01 agriculture, makes the present a most auspicious 
occasion for the introduction of all classes of Ameri- 
can machinery, but more esoeclaliy that which, not 
exceedingly expensive can be so constructed as 10 
be transported easily into the interior of Pern. In 
this particular matter the ingenuity .of Amencaas 
certainly should not be surpassed. 


The 'imnease difficulties encountered in travers- 
ing the Cordillera passes and roads, wiiere all bur- 
dens are carried by mules, readers it absolutely 
necessary that machinery should be separated in 
pieces weighing not more than 300 pounds each. 
Already in the Cerro ae Pasco large quantities of 
machinery, constructed in England on this prin- 
ciple, are in active operation, but it is generally sup- 
posed that were American manu factures known in 
the country they would be preferred to those now in 
use. Moreover, the number of our countrymen— 
principally practic.il mechanics—who have been 
attracted to Peru by the numerous public works now 
in progress have gone far towards increasing tiie 
desire experienced for a better acquaintance with 
machinery from the United States, and this Exposi- 
tion affords a most happy opportunity to gratily 
that wish. 


The example of Chile in her Exhibition, ot 1S6S is 
too recent to be forsotten. All of tne specimens of 
English machinery, chiefly agricultural, that were 
sent to be exhibited were purchased before thev 
were put in position, aad the agents of the manu- 
facturuia liims represented have quadrupled their 
business since that time. The same result would 
doubtless take place in Pern. 
So many vessels 
seeking guano charters are constantly arriving there 
from the United States that The question of freight 
need not be an imueJiment, and the advantages of 
the experiment to American manufactures cannot 
be doubled. It is to be hoped that we shall have 
some specimens of our intelligence and ingenuity in 
the coming Exposition. 
The eovernuient has demonstrated in a most 
signal manner me high appreciation it entertains of 
the services rendered ov the officers ana crews of tne 
monitors that recently arrived in Callao from tne 
United Slates. By a decree dated tha 19th last, all 
officers who made the voyaae from Pensacola to 
Callao are promoted to tne rank next higher to that 
ihej- neld, aad all engineers, seamen ana boys on 
board the vessels receive one month's pay as 
a reward for their labors. This administrative 
measure has met with universal approbation and 
the pride felt in the successful completion of such a 
dangerous voyage would have justified even a more 
substantial recompense. Tne ships, are still In Cal- 
lao Bay, and are the objects of cunositv and admira- 
tion generally. They will soon oe docked and some 
expedient adooted to preserve them from the cor- 
roding action of the salt water. Unfortunately Peru ' 
has 110 frosh water haven where they might lie, and 
the expense attendant on their preservation will be 
very great. Still, the iron-dads are regarded with 
great favor, and popular playthings are always ex- 
PCU»ive, 


While the republic generally Is peaceful and pro- 
gressing steadily towards wealth and prosperity, 
there are some sections remote from the government 
centre forgetful of the blessings of trauqiuuty, where 
murder and robbery are matters of everyday 
occurrence. Tne citv and province of Lamoayeque, 
in tlie north, may be cited as striking examples of 
this assertion. The whole of this fertile aud Deatiii- 
ful district Is divided among two or three powerful 
families, and although not Italian in their origin, they 
regard the old system of Corsicau vendettas with pe- 
culiar reverence, and are singularly severe iu their 
observance of the regulations attached to those 
cheerful occupations. Whenever an oinccr is naiaea 
for the province by the government, who may be 
distasteful to one of these feudal lords, the vassals 
of the estate are summoned and the victim punished. 
Frequently ins cause is espoused by some other 
party, aud then battle and bloodshed ensue. Only 
a week since a combat between the partisans of 


against tno government, or rather against tho Minis, 
tor of the Interior, IB every day gaming ground 
among a certain circle. 


The difficulties watch arose during the recent 


elections nave not been dissipated by tne subse- 
quent action of this functionary! Instead of adher- 
ing to tho letter of the law and declaring invalid all 
elections in which force and fraud have been 
clearly 
proved, 
the

sueli proceedings as legal, and 


by so doing has greatly Increased the number 
of tlie political enemies of ttte administration. 
There can be no doubttnat although the opposition 
par&y js inferior in numerical strength, Its power in 
relation to intelligence a?d activity is greatly su- 
perior to the supporters »5 tae administration, and in 
the sessions of congress itjis hoped tnat this differ- 
ence of numbers will bo overcome, by the power of 
tne minority. As it is, theJpopuSr ifeslre ami incli- 
nation la contrary to fie present administra- 
tion, 
but the 
appointing power has proved 
an insufferable obstacle to Its discomfiture. 
with all of the 
boasted llbertF of Chile, 
aad the notable advanci It has made towards 
perfect civilization and prosperity,- It cannot be 
questioned that, with theiexception of Ecuador, it 
is now the most bigoted country in Soulli America. 
This bigotry, however, does not exist among the 
people generally, but is dominant among that class 
which, by Its wealth and influence. Is enabled to give 
substantial support to a cause that only is 
injurious to the republic. I Protestantism is toler- 
ated, but no public manifestation of worship 
foreign to the Catholic religion would be allowed. 
In Santiago, which may properly De called the Citv 
of Churches, new religious (edifices are being con- 
stantly erected. If this spint was imbued with a 
feeling of toleration it migfit be admired and ap- 
plauded, but the liberal pafty in Chile Catholic but 
tolerant, are constantly mreighing against the at- 
tacks that are made upon a bupposed enemy unable 
to defend itself in an open and public manner. In 
spite of the recogmzed bteilts conferred upon tne 
country by Protestants nq legal religious freedom is 
accorded to them. 


Tiie savages to Arauomia still continue in their 
warlike aad oflensive altitude. By the mails from the 
frontier we learn tiiat the incursions of the Indians 
have recently been more frequent and more success- 
ful, and iliat the g-overament troops have, as for- 
merly, been found perfectly incompetent to restrain 
their dangerous neighbors. A formal declaration, a 
copy ot wnich was forv.arded to the commander of 
the national forces, dcciires that OreHe. the adven- 
turous Frenchman, ol if iiom mention lias already 
been frequently made, has been chosen Emperor 
of Araucania by the Cadques, and that their object 
is to follow up the war with an the available means 
at i heir command. In the United States the cam- 
paign against the Inaians engrosses but a small 
share or public attention, but here, where the ex- 
penses ot the administration exceed but iu a small 
degree tne receipts from the collection of the na- 
tional revenue, such erents become of supreme im- 
portance aad lore" a subject of comment and com- 
plaint throughout the eutire republic. Money here 
Is comparatively scarce, and hence the dissatisfac- 
tion. 


The fact is that the commander of the government 
troops on the frontier has not fulfilled the wishes of 
tne administration. tnuccustoined to Indian war- 
lare, he has sufi'ered himself to be surprised and de- 
feated in almost every action, and consequently the 
Indians, emboldened by their continued success, 
have prosecuted the war with all tlie means within 
their reach. The opposition papers embrace the 
occasion to declare against the inaptitude of 
the 
President 
and 
Minister 
ol War, and 
urge a more decisive plan of action against 
these savages, wio for such, a 
length of 
time have devastated the settlements established in 
Chilean territory along the Araucauian frontier. The 
Minister, m reply, states that Congress has Hitherto re- 
fused to grant sufficient sums for the successful prose- 
cution of the war, aud demands thac several tuousanii 
men be placed atiiis order to consummate the en- 
deavor already commenced. It is more than proba- 
ble that the affair will be converted into a political 
dispute, and that the members of the administrative 
and opposition parties will elocutionize while the 
whites on the frontier are being decimated. 


At last a representative for Chile has been named 
for the purpose or delendlng the interests of the re- 
public m the peace conference between Spam and 
the al led republics ol the 1'aciflc, to be held shortly 
in Washington. Although the nomination has not 
been made public it is generally known, as has pre- 
viously been announced to the HERALD, that Mr. 
Joaquin Godoy, the Chilean Minister to Peru, has 
already received his instructions for this important 
post, and will shortly proceed on his mission. 


A desire has been manifested here to ascertain the 
tenor ol these instniutiuns, but or course such a wish 
was impossible to satisfy. It is not proijable that 
Chile will lake any detinue steps towards arranging 


having left BUCUOS Ayres after coming at last to an 
arrangeffiont with thu government of Saruiionto 
about the treaty of peace, tho latter objecting to 
allow the provisional government to take part in the 
treaty, 1'hls, however, was finally agreed to, and on 
Faranlurs arrival tne treaty would he signed. 
The provisional government had appointed the

.Assembly, which is to form a Paraguayan constitu- 
tion. Bedoya had resumed, probably to attend to 
nls own candidature. The Argentine General, Gelly 
J Obes, a Paraguayan by birth, was In some favor 
as a candidate 10 Uio Presidency of the republic. A 
number of clubs have been formed to treat of the 
elections, and from the warmtli of the various par- 
tisans it is expected that the election will not occur 
without serious rows.

ARGENTINE 
CONFEDERATION. 


Arrest ot tjr<miza's Assassins—The Kevolntion 


in Entre Rios—Strength and Resources of 
the Belligerents—Condition of the Republic. 


BUENOS AYBBS, May 1C, 1870. 


Some of the assassins of Urquiza have been cap- 


tnred and brought to Buenos Ayres; among them 
Mosqnera, who is said to nave given the last stab. 


The government troops hoid possession of the 


towns of Bntre Rlos, along the rivers Parand. and 
Uruguay, but Lopez Jordan is master in the Interior. 
The government troops assembled against him num- 
ber abont 4,800 men, and he is said to have only 
3,000, almost all cavalry. Still General Couesa has 
not attacked, though he writes that he had offered 
battle without effect to Jordan, ana that the latter's 
troops were deserting rapidly to him, ninety having 
come In. during one night. 


Sarmiento has declared Bntre Rios In a state of 
siege, and General Gelly y Obes is in Corrientes to 
prevent that province from declaring for Jordan. 
The last from Entre Bios is that Jordan had crossed 
the Gualeguay and taken np a position in frontof 
the eoverument force commanded by Coaesa, the 
Commander-in-Chief, and some twenty miles from 
it. Conesa was expecting reinforcements, which 
wonld give him a considerable superiority in num- 
bers as well as in Infantry. 


On the Uth the Congress opened. In Sarmiento's 
address he said 453 miles of railroad wero open, 210 
contracted and 400 under survey; SIC miles of tele- 
graph were working. 1,000 were construotiujr and 
ttte cable across the Parana would be laid in a few 
days, and it was intended to connect with the Bra- 
zilian lines and thence with the whole world; 
40,000 immigrants had arrived during the i ear the 
census had been taken with care, and it showed sue 
population of the republic to be 1,730,701 souls. The 
export of wool was in 1869 140,000 pounds—6 000 000 
more than m 1863—and 100,000,000 pounds of fat and 
45,000,000 pounds of hides had been exported. The 
revenue was SM,676,8SO—S1SO,653 more than in 1S6S. 
Hie nrsc half or the current fiscal year showed re- 
ceipts of $4,012,652, or $1,135,427 more than in tlie 
corresponding tia-r of the preceding financial year.

like the present, Inspired such confidence in 
the welfare and prosperity of Peru, and the 
locomotive and spade have most effectually eclipsed 
the former influence of the cannon and bayonet. A 
number of the members of next Congress, which 
jueets in July, are already in Luna, and from conver- 
sations with them your correspondent is enabled to 
state that litae opposition will be shown to the gov- 
ernment on tlie main question or public enterprlze 
or upon the matter of the Dreyfus contract, and that 
this Congress, far from following the example 
afforded It by its predecessors, will do all possible to 
cement and ensure the happy condition of affairs 
now existing in this republic. 


A very satisfactory proof of the friendly feeling

The Peace Conference at VVBshmcEon—Diplo- 


matic Difficulties. 


LIMA, May 28,1S70. 


Doctor Juan de la Cruz Benavente, Minister Pleni- 


potentiary of Bolivia to Peru, has been appointed to 
represent the republic in the Peace Congress at 
Washington. Bolivia is utterly Indifferent as to 
whether a peace be arranged between the allies and 
Spain, and merely consented to the proposition of 
the United States through a willingness to gratify 
what appeared to be a deatre-of the Slate Department 
at Washington, and to satisfy the only sufferer by 
the war, tne republic of Ecuador. Mr. Benavente 
carries no special instructions, but is directed to 
watch the-progress of events and to shape his 
course according to the position assumed by Spain, 
Peru, and Chile. "No difficulty Is anticipated regard- 
ing the action of this republic in the matter, and 
peace conld b» declared to-morrow without affect- 
ing her interests or tranquffity in the least. With 
the arrival of Mr. Benaveute at Washington the 
long talked of conference will probably be inaugu- 
rated, as we understand the Chilian representative 
is already en route. 


The state of affairs with regard to foreign nations 
is anything but satisfactory. At a banquet recently 
sriven in honor of the President this functionary ad- 
dressed some very harsh terms to the Minister from 
Brazil In relation to the execution of Lopez, the 
President of Paragnay, and on the reply of the lat- 
ter, the words culminated In actions more demon- 
strative. The affair lias been referred to Rio Janeiro; 
but it is more than probable that some disagreeable 
end will result from it. With Peru nothinabutau 
amicable settlement is anticipated. Already their 
government has offered to that- of Pern $100,000 
as a recompense for outrages committed in Peruvian 
territory by General Antezana, and it is hoped that 
the- special mission from Peru, expected daily in La 
Paz, will speedily arrange a matter that only would 
be productive of evil to both countries. President 
ifelgarejo continues in his endeavors to tranqnilize 
the republic, and, as far as heard from, the entire 
country is satisfied and tranquil. It is credibly re- 
ported that the refusal of Secretary Fish to receive 
Mr. Caldwell as Bolivian Minister in the United 
States Irritated this government very considerably, 
but no official notice has been, taken of the occur- 
rence. 


CHILE. 


Threntenine Aspect of Political A Shirs—Tlie 
•Troubles on the Frontier—aiinister to the 
United States—General News. 


VALPAJU.ISO, May 17, 1870. 


Public attention, now at rest after the severe po- 


litical struggle It passed through, la directed towards 
the probable action of the Congress that will shortly 
assemble. The members of the opposition party are 
assiduous In their endeavors to organize a system- 
atic resistance to the purposes attribntecl to the 
government, and the latter, although supposed to 
be actuated by liberal principles and ideas, 
conceals Its plan of action so carefully that 
It is round almost impossible to fathom the designs 
of the cabinet. The Congress about to meet Is com- 
posed of nlnetr-Bix members. Of tliese forty are de- 
termined supporters of the policy of the administra- 
tion, fifteen nphold the ideas of the clergy, twenty- 
six will advocate the platform of the opposition, and 
fifteen are yet undecided as to what course they may 
follow. 
Those who are supporters of the party 


formed by the opposition may be considered as the 
nower of Chile, and In their ranks Is found tlie first 
talent and ability of the republic, Tlie antagonism 


being inaugurated, and this speaks well lor the con- 
fidence felt in the Iranqmlhty ol the country aud the 
amount of disposable capital that we have iu our 
markets. 


PARAGUAY. 


General Camara's Account cf the Snrprisfe 


and Death of 
JLopez—Tho Paraguayan 


CMel's Insist Moments—movements of Pa- 
ranltas—The Paraguayan Elections. 


ASUNCION, May 15, 1870. 


The Brazilian General Cainara, who commanded 


at the rout and death of Lopez, has written a letter 
to an Argentine paper, of which the following are 
extracts:-— 


It is hard, very hard, for honorable soldiers, who 
have lought for years to bring back to these coun- 
tries that peace which had been disturbed by the 
tyranny of a despot, to see themselves confounded 
with the sanguinary followers of the barbarian 
whose hands were still1 wet with the blood of our 
heroic prisoners, butchered by him when the baaard 
of war had forced them to surrender 'themselves 
dying rather than yield. It is hard, very hard es- 
pecially when this despot fell, not in an ambuscade, 
but in a loyal fight, deiending himself with the valor 
which—I will do him this justice—honored his 
deatn and belied his life. 


Maishal Lopez was not, could not be assassinated, 
nor was he executed. It is false! He was not, nor 
could he be, at the hands of my distinguished com- 
panions in arms, and still less at mine. General 
Lopez was surprised in daytime by an accident 
which was as fortunate as it might have been unfor- 
tunate to us. I had the good fortune to see my dis- 
positions so rapidly and ably carried oat that their 
execution allowed no defect to be seen. 


Lopez, that excessively cautious and distrustful 
man, whose prudence omitted no means of precau- 
tion or of vigilance, was surrounded aud assaulted 
In his camp even before he could snspect that we 
had captured his ontposts. He saw as only when, 
after bursting through his grape, the dashing 
lancers of the intrepid Colonel Silva Tavares, 
the brave carbineers of the valiant Martinez, 
Masquis Xavler and others, and the few but gal- 
lant bayonets of tne distinguished Major Peixoto 
issued out on the smooth plain upon the very guards 
or his camp. Thus It was that the dictator hazarded 
his person, he having no time to nee; and when, 
ordering his brave soldiery to charge, and, waving 
his sword around he turned and tried to save him- 
self by flight, it was too late, for he had been recog- 
nized and the pursuit of him was therefore fierce. 
Major Simeon de OUveira, and another officer whom 
you know well personally, omitted these details 
through modesty; but justice exacts that here and 
every where I proclaim that to them especially was 
due the tragic end of that ultra-praised leader. 
When 
he iied they pursued him with some 
mounted riflemen. WJien Lopez left his horse 
to 
enter 
the wood, they alighted also, and 
fired almost without stoppage, 
and it was 
their balls which closed the life of Marshal Lopez, 
wounding him mortally in two places. Major Simeon 
de Oilvelra conld not verify the efficacy of that 
steady and persistent fire, as when I came up I 
ordered him to aid at another point; thus I was 
among the flrst who, on coming to the bant of the 
Aqnldibaniqul, saw Lopez fallen and almost lifeless 
on the other side. 


Near Lopez were two officers who died sword in 
hand, defending him to the last, and some one 
other, who succeeded in escaping perhaps to surren- 
der later. The former I ascertained afterwards were 
Majors Estlogarrloia and Vargas, who were shot by 
the riflemen who came alter me to the bank and 
who fired on seeing me wading across, alone and on 
foot, to be received, not as a liberator but as an 
implacable and rancorous enemy. 
I owe it 
to my honor as a 
soldier, to my name 
and my country, I owe it to history and to my cpn- 
sclence to declare truthfully that Marshal Lopez died 
fairly and in full possession of Ills senses. When I 
scooped to take the drawn sword from his hand he 
made a movement to wound me, and replied, with a 
firm and arrogant "I die sword in hand for my 
country." I then ordered a soldier of the Ntath 
battalion to disarm him, and It was in the struggle 
with him he expired, without receiving a further 
wound. 
Colonel Paranhos, brother of Minister Paranhos, 
died at Asuncion of disease, at the age of 42 years. 
In 1837 and 1838 he volunteered at Bahia against 
the insurgents there, and after the insurrection was 
quelled marched to Rio Grande do Sul and served 
against'the republicans until 1845 and was promoted 
to a lieutenancy. In the war against Rosas he fought 
at Monte Caseros and was made captain. In 1864 
he went to Uruguay aud afterwards to Paraguay in 
command oi a battalion of Infantry, and continued 
In service to the last of the war, taking part in 
almost all the chief operations, Including that 
which closed with the death of Lopez, and for wlucu 
he had just been promoted from colonel to brigadier 
general. 
•

of the plantation and wounded two others. They 
then retired, taking witli them some cattle and hogs 
to feast on iu the woods. 


Three more barons have been created. Marshal 
Carnelro Montelro is Baron de S. Borja, General 
John Nnnes da Silva Tavavos is Baron de Itaqul, and 
General Vasco Alves Pereira Baron de Santa Anna 
do Livrameuto. All of them are Bio Grande officers, 
who did good service in Paraguay. 


Baron de Jequia, of Alugoas, Urother of Senator 
Sinnuou, died last mouth. The family is one of the 
very few in Brazil who can truly boast that they are 
uutinctured with African blood, and they are very 
proud of the distinction. 


The Minister of War has given a rough estimate of 
the losses of the army in Paraguay. lie says some- 
what above 83,000 men were sent there, of whom 
23,200 received discharge as incapable of further ser- 
vice. In February there were remaining in Paraguay 
23,436 men, including 1,222 sick, so that some 37,ooo 
meu diad or disappeared. The Navy report is not 
yet out, so that the total loss of life is not yet 
public. 


With a return of warm weather yellow fever has 
taken head, especially as seamen are more plentiful. 
The deaths on the 23d reached nine. It still prevails 
in some southern ports. 


A medal and a pension of SOOO a year have been 
given to Donna Anna Nery, the only Brazilian lady 
wtio directed her charity to tho soldiers ol her 
country. Having several sous m 
the armv 
she went to Paraguay, established herself at Asan- 
cion, and, besides regularly visiting the hospital, took 
a number of sick officers in charge Iu her own house. 
The Brazilian ladies have not shown uiuoh patriot- 
Ism in the war. Beyond maicmir up, or more 
usually buying, a box of lint to be presented to the 
War Department—each gift of which was trumpeted 
In a most pompous style—they did nothing; and 
they present a despicable appearance side by side 
with the doings of the Anglo-Saxon ladies of the 
United States and England under similar circum- 
stances. 


Emancipations continue greatly in vogue. Over 
two hundred have been reported m Rio and the va- 
rious provinces during the last fourteen days, and 
three important planters have made declarations of 
freedom of all children born heiicefor;h on their 
estates. 


The government has just published a list ot the 
properly found and left in Mrs. Lyuch's possession. 
Besides §7,600 iu coin, $14,603 of Paraguayan paper 
aud a sum oi $2,400 iu gold, which sue had gwea 
for an album she said was hers, found in her house 
at 
Asuncion, and which the 
Count 
d'Eu 
had ordered to be restored to her—but wlucu she de- 
clined to receive—she liad four tiaras, forty rings, two 
splendid albums, twenty-three studs and buttons, 
twenty chains, four combs, nineteen pairs ol ear- 
rings, sixteen bracelets,-ten locteis, eleven watches, 
and a number of other very valuable articles, many 
of them belonging to Lopez. In addition, she had 
the deeds of some dozen estates, houses and tracts of 
land bought by herself or Lopez. Among Her papers 
were found copies of letters regardmg remittances, 
one asking the English Minister at BuanosAyies to 
•eceive iti the legation some documents or papers of 
.lers aud one to General JleWanon, without date, 
requesting him to receive aud lodge in the Bank of 
England, to the order of her aud her children, .3,700 
Sold ounces, 100 sovereigns and 78 $130 pleees, 
resides 
which he was to hand 
to 
Ennl- 
ano Lopez (him that 
visited 
the United 
States) 
ot)0 gold 
ounces and 
16 napoleoas. 
The sum thus deposited in tho Bank of England 
would be about $00,000, and that given to young 
Lopez about SS.OOO. Thus Mrs. Lynch is not penni- 
less, and 11 appears sfie made other large ueposik* 
in England. Besides the above, there was a letter 
from the Italian Consul, assassinated in Buenos 
Ayres two or three months ago, acknowledging 
having of her money in his hands 55,000'in. sdver. 


By the last accounts the Paraguayan government 
had confiscated all Lopez's property"and.embargoed 
that or Mrs. Lynch until the decision of any criminal 
or civil suits brought acainst her. It has also or- 
dered her prosecution at~ ouce, and if she do not ap- 
pear m person an. advocate is to be appointed to de- 
lend her ex offlelo. She is still on boaru the Brazilian 
flagship at Asuncion, and it seems tlie Brazilian gov- 
ernment does uot intend to surrender her or her 
property to the Paraguayan government. In i'act, 
she would be a gone coon ir she were given up. 
The Minister of War has declared in the Chamber 
of Deputies that it is the intention of the Brazilian 
government to withdraw all the Brazilian troops 
in Paraguay, as it does not see any use lor them 
theie. However, it is very likely a strong garrison 
will be kept at the ports of Fecho dos Morros, on 
the Paraguay, to protect Matto Grosso. 


The Minister of Finance has sold $6,000,000 of cur- 
rency bonds at a price equal to a little under eigbty- 
two per cent net. 
They bear sis per cent, interest. 
The sale is to the Rural Bank.

BRAZIL. 


A Ministerial Job—Tlae Slavery Question— 


Debute in Parliament—Brazi!:iui linsses in 
Paraguay—A I'ltcirioric IJriuy—lUrjj. Synch's 
Resources—JLopcz?s Property Confiscated— 
Miscellaneous Items. 


llio .TANEITto, May 25, 1870. 


An affair something like Seuor Anton's has caused 


a good deal of irritation m the city. Although Rio 
spent, only three or four weeks ago, about $400,000 
on peace rejoicings, the Minister or War suddenly 
determined, some ten days ago, to have official re- 
joicings, the others merely bein<r, he says, popular 
ones, so he contracted for a large temporary erection 
for a grand Te Deum, in the Campo of Acclamation, 
and alter it was partly up and everybody was won- 
dering what it meant, asked an extraordinary credit 
of $100,000 from the .Legislature, to meet the cost of 
the affair. After a hot debate, the credit passed the 
first reading; but the people are very indignant, and 
a guard of 250 soldiers Is kept round the erection at 
night; for it is said that there are designs of blowing 
it up. The grand official rejoicings were to take 
place upon the aiih; but, though working flay 
and night, the building could not be got ready, so the 
ceremony is adjourned sine die. The management 
of this affair puts one in mind of the saying that in 
Germanyifyou spit outofa window npoiia crowd 
the chances arc even that you spit on a Herr Coun- 
cillor; for here, if there is a financial job perpetrated 
the oflds are a thousand to one that the Minister of 
Finance has an Irrepressible nephew, son-in law or 
nephew's or son-in-law's brother-in-law in it. and 
the official rejoicings' job is another instance of this 
peculiarity. 


The interpellation as to the Ministry's Intentions 


In regard to emancipation came oif upon the Mth. 
Signer Telxeira, Junior, the inierpellator, said that, 
owing to tlie injudicious course of the preceding 
liberal Ministers and of the propaganda maintained 
by the liberals and their press, the slaveowners 
were excessively alarmed, their slaves and planta- 
tions were greatly depreciated in value, a general 
anxiety prevailed, and public opinion had com- 
menced a dangerous social revolution. 


In reply Viscount de Itaborahy, president of the 


Council, declared that there are very few abolition- 
ists who do not desire to see slavery at once extin- 
guished; but he believed that on account of its signify- 
ing a profound transformation of social life to effect 
abolition, it becomes necessary to proceed very cau- 
tiously and slowly. He greatly reared that precipitate 
measures would be followed by serious disasters. He, 
however, assured the deputies that the government 
was ready to facilitate or hasten the soluaon of this 
difficult problem, The Viscount was followed by 
the ex-Mmister of Justice, who defended the Dezesels 
de Juiho and maintained that the question of eman- 
cipation should not be taken Irom the sphere of pri- 
vate philanthropy. 
• SENHOR AKANJO LIMA said the President or the 
Council's declarations meant nothing but procrasti- 
nation, but abolition was Inevitable, and they conld 
not trifle forever wltli the eternal principles of 
religion, morality and right which were involved 
in it. 
The question 
had 
been studied for 


four years and the Council of State had drawn np a 
memoir on it; and as for.inopponnneness if it were 
delayed until the effects ol the war were over it 
would be inopportune for very many years. If the 
Cabinet was opposed to emancipation at anytime, It 
should say so plainly and not use prorastmating 
sophistry. If it lavored abolition, let it make a 
beginning by bringing in a bin to declare all snose- 
quent births free, leaving the freed children to the 
master until maturity. 


On the 33d the emancipationists returned to the 
.charge. Seiior'feixeira, Jr., moved that a commis- 
sion De appointed to report a plan and measure to 
initiate gradual emancipation. Senor Arango Lima 
introduced a bill to declare all births free, but giving 
the owners the right to the services until 01 age 
with other 
provisions favorable 
to 
slaves. 


Seflor Perdigam 
Malheiro also Introduced a 
number of bills, one to the same effect, another 
to allow slaves to hoid, will and inherit property: 
one subjecting them to tue ordinary criminal 
law and punishments, and 'others to li-ee the mo- 
nastic slaves and the slaves of the nation, and to 
facilitate the means of becoming free. Besides the 
above, Senator Sllvelra da Mortals to bring In a 
comprehensive bill to provide for the abolition of 
slavery In twenty or thirty years. There is no Qoubt 
but tnat the negro question will be largely ventil- 
ated this session, and tliongh. looking at the consti- 
tution of the Senate and the Deputies, it is not likely 
a law will be passed, the Legislature will be forced 
to commit itself to an abolition policy. Of tula the 
constitution of the 
committee granted 
Scfior 
Teixeira, Jr., is a proof as it is in its majority 
completely anti-emancipationist. 


At Philadelphia, in the province of Eaplrlto Santo 
that joining lllo Janlero on the north, about thirty 
Indians, armed with bows, lately made a descout 
upon a plantation.

Grass is generally short, and the 
yield will be quite small, except in some timbered 
localities, where the crop seems to be about an aver- 
age. This season,-however, has been favorable for 
corn, and this crop looks well everywhere—never 
better at this time of the year.

we write another soft, gentle rain is fallin". With a 
continuance or such ravorable weather the finest 
corn and wheat yield ever known here may be 
reasonably calculated upon. The stand of cotton is 
equally promising. With this reasonably certain 
prospect for a nroiiflc harvest it may as reasonably 
be conjectured that the fail trade in the cities and 
towns of Tennessee will be very animated.

An old 
law has given the Secretary of the Treasury a. re- 
serve of fifty milltons of greenbacks which he has 
never printed. The aim of the law was to defeat the 
artificial tightening of the money market by stock 
speculators, such as was frequently done before tne 
laws preventing tke loan of money on greenbacks. 
While it seems reasonable that the Secretary of the 
Treasury should exchange non-Interest bearina obli- 
gations for ttie three per cents, It is to be doubted 
whether he will do so until directly compelled by a 
special act of Congress. The money which he has 
haa at his command up to this time has been wisely 
expended in buying in the six; per cents or five- 
twenties, which carry double the interest or the 
three per cents. VvLether the result Is to be infla- 
tion or contraction depends entirely upon the means 
by which the latter are to be cancelled. Wall street, 
in its inability to gaess the riddle, Kent aloof from 
the stock market, tte changes in which were dne to 
other influences.

SIR — In compliance with the request of the Secre- 
tary or State you are hereby authorized and directct 
to inform all masters of nsluug vessels, at the time 
of clearance from your port, that the authorities o 
the Dominion of Canada nave terminated the system 
• of granting ashing licenses to foreign vessels, uudei 
•which they have heretofore been peruutiud to jtit.li 
•witnin the maritime jurisdiction of the said Domi- 
nion — that is to say, \vuhin three marine miles o. 
the shores thereol; aud that all ilsUerincn of the 
United States are prohibited from the use of such 
Ill-shore listienes, except so far as stipulated in the 
Urst article of the treaty ofOctober 20, isis, between 
the Dulled states aud Great jBntalii, in virtue or 
which the nsaerinen of the United States have, 
in common with the subjects or her Britannic 
Majesty, the liberty to take fish of every Kind 
on that part of the southern coast of Newfoundland 
which extends from Cape liay to the Kameau 
Islands; on the western aud northern coast ol Kew- 
fouauland, from tlie said Cape Kay to the Quirpon 
Islands; on the shores of the Magdalen Islands; and 
aiso 011 the coasts, bays, harbors and creeKs, from 
lluum Joly, which was, when the treaty was signed, 
on the southern coast of Labrador, to and thruugh 
the straits ol Belle Isle, aud niuuce northwardly, m- 
. definitely along the coast, without prejudice, how- 
ever, to any exclusive rights of the Hudsou Bay 
Company; .and have also liberty forever to dry 
auU cure flsh in any of the unsettled bays, har- 
oors and creeKS ol the southern part of the coast 
of KewiounoJiincI, above described, and of the 
coast of Labrador, 
unless the same, or any 
portion thereof, be settled, in which, case it 13 not 
lawiul for the said fishermen to dry or cure flsh at 
such portion so settled without previous agreemcut 
for such purpose with the inhabitants, proprietors 
or possessors ol the ground, and also are admitted to 
-enter any other bajs or harbors lor the purpose of 
shelter and of repairing damages therein, of purchas- 
ing wood and ot obtaining water, ana for no other 
purpose whatever, subject to such restrictions as 
may be necessary to prevent their taking, drying or 
curing flsh therein, or in any other mauner what- 
• ever abusing the privileges reserved to them as 
.above expressed. Kshermen ol the United Siatea 
. are bound to respect the British laws and reeulations 
lor the regulation aim preservation of the nshenes to 
the same extent to which they are applicable to 
JBntish.or Canadian fishermen.

Claims of a Distinguished Indian CUicf and 


Guide* 


The claim of Black Beaver, a Delaware Indian, if 


now before the Senate Committee on Military Affairs. 
He belongs to the Delaware tribe, aud was in th' 
employ of the government all or nearly all of the 
time smce the commencement of the Mexican war 
During that war he was captain of a company o 
Delawares and Snawnees m the United States Army. 
Since that time, up to the commencement of the 
late war, lie had been employed as guide and inter- 
preter by the different commanding officers at the 
posts of Ports ArbucMe ana Cobb, m tlie Indian Ter 
ritory, ana by the superintendents and agents for 
the Indians in the vicinity of those forts. He was ai 
Fort Arbnckle about live years and at Fort Cobb one 
year, immediately preceding the last war, and during 
that time had invested all of his means and earnings 
in cattle and hogs, and had at tne breaking out o 
the war a large stock. In the spring of 1861 Gen 
eral Emory requested him to guide his command, as 
also the combined commands irom Forts Smith 
Cobb anu ArUuckle to FortLeavenwortu; but he hesi 
tated about leaving his stoct until General Emory 
assured him that he should be paid by the govern 
ment for his losses, and on that representation he 
complied with the request and came with the cam 
mauds to Fort Leavenworth, and remained there 
till the war ended, When he returned to his place 
he found his stock was all gone, some of Ihe cattle 
having been Killed by the wild Indians and some bj 
the Southern army. He has never realized a cen 
for the property he abandoned and Is now in need 
He sums up his losses at $22,268. General Emory 
speaks of Black Beaver's invaluable services and 
earnestly presses the justice of the claim of "this 
aged and worthy man," and says, "The extrication 
of the commands of which Beaver was the guide 
from the frontier of Texas and the country ol the re 
belllous Indians acting in sympathy with the South 
which I was enabled to do by the aid of Black Bea 
ver, had a momentous effect in favor of the Union 
party, on the destiny of Kansas and the State o 
Missouri, and I exceedingly regret Bearer's claim' 
have nor been before acknowledged."

A writing lu the nature of a bill of sale of a ves- 
sel must be recorded in Ihe custom liousu before ma- 
rine papers can be issued.

In all probability tlie special committee appointed 


to investigate Ike case of Mr. Davis HatcU against

•will report to tlie Senate next Monday, or at least 
ia tne coming week. The case has excited so much 
interest on account or toe Important matters inci- 
dentally examined that tae report is looted Jorwara 
to witu very considerable anxiety. 


Confined within its proper bounds it -would only 


nave embraced the matters contained in tne pe- 
tition or Uatch> for redress; it would have sought 
merely to ascertain whether President Baez did 
wrongfully detain in prison Mr. Hatch, an Ameri- 
can citizen, and whether one or tlie reasons for such 
detention was the feart&at should HatcU be released 
lie would make damaging statements "in the 
Sorts" against the pending treaty of annexation. 
And furtner, supposing these statements or the com- 
plainant to be true, whether Ms demand for $50,000 
ndemnity is exorbitant. 
But instead of being narrowed down to these sim- 


ple points of Inquiry tue investigation seems to have 
enlarged its field of operations until it comprehended 
he whole subject of Dominican annexation, the ne- 
gotiations preceding ana subsequent to the treaty, 
he character of the "High contracting parties," the 
alleged jobbery and corruption connected wltn the 
matter and the good or evil liKely to resul: from a 


uc&essfnl accomplishment of this initiatory step in 
he territorial acquisition policy of President Grant. 
Mr. Davis Hatch, ol a verily, figured throughout the 
ommittee proceedings as a very insignificant atom 
I the inquiry, instead of looming up, as might have 
ecu expected, as the great centre around which 
lie investigation revolved.

Under such circum- 
stances how can anybody mate up Ms niind until 
the whole case is spread before him! 


THE CABINET JIAKEBS 
keep up their rumors of more impending changes, 
notwithstanding the fact that President Grant de- 
nies thai be contemplates aur swanplng of minis- 
terial horses just now- The other day he remarked, 
when he read all the newspaper paragraphs about 
ins intension to reconstruct his Cabinet eutiiely, 
that these newspaper correspondents were so inge- 
nious tiiat they actually knew more about the 
thoughts revolvmg in his own mind than he ditl him- 
self, lie declares tlut lie has no intention to change 
Ills Cabinet at all. 


Now, it is a little curious how this story of a Cabi- 
net reconstruction originated.

He Had to bear the results of tlie blunders 
of the Cuban Junta and also the bitter reproaches 
of tnoughtless people for simply doing his duty iu 
enforcing tue neutrality laws. He pointed out long 
ago to the Cubans the true policy lor them to pur- 
sue if they wishctl success anil desired to avoid com- 
plications with our government. He told them How 
they might ship arms ana semi away, men from our 
shores without organizing tlicm as rcjrui.tr lioniiic 
expeditious, anil i hat ho would not then be obliged 
to interfere- 
Hal the Junta, m Its foolish, wisdom, 
assumed to know better, and now, to cm cr up their 
stupidity and blundering, turn all their Hostility 
against Mr. Secretary Fisu. 
Pcriiaps it is not yet too late to profit by the ex- 
perience of their past policy.

SAB HEWS FOE THE GEEEOJIS. 


A Scarcity -of Good tagor Beer Apprehended— 


The Cause of It. 


It will be sad news to the wlwle German portion 


of the population, and to a large number of other 
people also, that a scarcity of good lager beer is 
apprehended during the present summer. But a 
week or so ago the HERALD published an elaborate 
statement on the subject of lager beer, and tlie 
quantity of this beverage brewed and consumed 
annually to this city and vicinity, aud it was to be 
aken for granted, considering the authentic figures 
given in the article referred to, tliat there 
would be rather a 
superabundance than a 


dearth, a scarcity, of the article for the supply 
of thirsty humanity, whether of Allemannlc or Anglo- 
Saxon, Gaul or Gaelic extraction. Still, if the state- 
ments be true which are now made by persons 
whose opportunity to tnow whereof they speak en- 
titles their revelations to belief, then there Is a cer- 
tain degree of danger impending that palatable and 
wholesome lager will indeed be scarce in the city 
during the present summer, at least from home 
breweries. The reasons given lor this lear may be 
summarized as follows:— 


GOOD T.AOER, 


which is sold in the summer, is brewed during the 
cold winter months and stored in large casks or 
hogsheads, each containing from thirty to forty bar- 
rels. These are Kept in subterranean vaults at a 
very low temperature, lor '-ripening," as it is said. 
In order to keep the temperature in these vaults as 
uniform as possible they are subdivided into com- 
partments by temporary brick partition walls, which 
are torn down as one after the other compartment has 
to be opened to remove tlie beer as it is needed for 
sale. The temperature of the vaults most suitable 
for the "ripening" of laser i$ between four and rive 
degrees 
Reaumur. 
When the warmer days 
of spring 
set in 
many 
brewers have re- 
course to ti» use of ice to cool the air 
in the vaults and keep it down to the required 
low degree of temperature. If this rises beyond six 
degrees, and should go up to seven, eight, or even 
nine, tne beer is immediately affected, becomes flat 
to a certain extent, and loses that peculiar, refresh- 
ing taste which makes it so popular with the masses. 
Tne subsequent reduction of the temperature to a 
lower degree by the use of ice does not restore to the 
beer its former quality. It is upon these facts that 
such as pretend to know base their lears of the prob- 
able scarcity of lager referred to. They say that 
owing to' tlie unusually warm winter there was bat 
very little frost in tlie earth, whicli, la other seasons, 
has kept 


T1IE AIE IN a'DE BEER VAULTS 
down to a low 'degree. That, again, with the un- 
usually early warm xveather of spring the tempera- 
ture In the vaults rose to seven and eight degrees 
Reaumur, thus, according to the theory stated above, 
affecting the quality or the beer stored. It is further 
argued by those from whom this niiormatioif was 
obtained thai, most of the brewers are not men or 
scien.ee—not trained m those branches of scientific 
education which are closely connected with the 
manufacture of beer. Tney are Kcncrally practical 
brewers only, brought up in the trade empyricaily, 
their whole stock of.knowledge being their own ex- 
perience. They were, therefore, too late to lind out 
the injury done by tho early warm spring and the 
lack of severe cold la the winter, and wlioii they , 


began to supplant this want by the lavisn use of Ice 
the damage was done. As proof ol this a number 
of brewers were mentioned where more than 
twice the usual quantity of ice is used this scusou 
than ever before, and yet the quality of tho beer is 
said to be lar Inferior to previous years, when it 
earned a high reputation. Some brewers, ID Is also 
said, intended to have a beer of lighter character 
and less heavy la its effects upon the consumer, and 
hence more palatable and or a nature to be drank in 
larger quantities. Such brewers used 


LESS HOPS AND MALT 
than usually, and their beer is said to have been more 
affected by the warm weather and the consequents 
rise or tlie temperature la taetr vaults. The parties 
who reason thus may be, and probably are, 


CROAKERS, 
and predict from their imagination evils which may 
never come to pass. But, though everything they 
say may be true, It may be assumed as equally true 
that the want of good lager beer, if such ba felt hece 
at any time, will be speedily supplied from other 
cities, and that, though individual brewers may 
suffer loss, the community of beer, drinkers will bo 
supplied.

His ad- 
dre?s hereafter, for some time, will likely be the 
Pennsylvania State Prison.

Public Celebration of the Festival in the 


Metropolis and Elsewhere. 


The Ecumenical Council—Papal Infallibili-

The attendance at the churches yesterday was 


visibly affected by the weather. Fine enough to in- 
duce the butterflies ol fashion to appear in their 
most gorgeous toilets and costumes, it was too 
warm to allow any extra dressing, and so oppres- 
sive as to forbid almost any attempt at display. 
The result was that the churches generally were 
very poorly attended. In the Catholic churches, this 
being la the octave of the festival of Corpus Cbnsd, 
the services were peculiarly fine. The sermons in a 
majority of the churches were out of the ordinary 
orthodox style, ana irom the reports given below 
will be found to be interesting, instructive, and in 
some cases quite novel.

Return of Fatlicr Heclter from Rome—Pro- 


gress of the .Ecumenical Council—discourse 
Upon the Present State of Affairs In the 
Holy City—Impressive Ceremonies. 
The return of Father Iiecker from Rome, and the 


announcement that lie would deliver a discourse 
upon the condition of affairs m that city, 
attracted to St. Paul's church yesterday a vast 
congregation. Moreover, ttie solemn, festival of 
the Forty Hours Adoration was being brought 
to a 
close, so that 
everything 
considered 


the occasion was one of considerable interest to the 
.Suthful, andi long before the proceedings com- 
menced the spacious though unpretending temple, 
which is situated on Fifty-ninth street and Ninth 
avenue, was crowded to the doors. Hotter, if possi- 
ble, than any day that preceded it, the oppressive- 
ness of the weather yesteiuay doubtless deterred 
many from venturing out of doors; yet dur- 
ing the long three hours of worsiiip at St. 
Paul's the crowded assscmbiage paid sincere tribute 
to 
the Creator with unmistakable earnestness. 


Every one seemed to appreciate the grandeur and 
solemnity of the ceremonies, and with a reverence 
and respect that spoke volumes for their feelings the 
congregation bowed in heartfelt devotion, while the 
burning rays of a dazzling sun streamed through 
the windows of the chnrch. At half-past ten o'clock

issued from the vestry. The spectacle was highly 
imposing and when the strains of the organ broke 
fioitly upon the ear as the long array of clergymen, 
acolytes aud assistants slowly surrounded the altar 
the 
effect was such as to arouse the reli- 


gions reelings of those present. 
Solemn high 


mass was then commenced, 
the Kev. Father 


Spencer officiating as cciebraut, the Rev- Father Late 
as deacon, and the P.ev. Father Dwyer as sub- 
deacou, ana the Rev. Mr. Brady as master of cere- 
monies. The altar was brilliantly illuminated with 
many lights, while its handsome architectural beauty 
was much enhanced by a tasteful display of the 
choicest flowers. Haydn's Mass No. 2 was per- 
formed with fine effect, a large and efficient chorus 
giving a splendid interpretation to those portions of 
the composition where strength aud harmony were 
most required. 


FATHER IIECKER'S SERMON. 


At the termination of the flrst gospel tne KCV. 


Father Hecker ascended the altar aud, amidst the 
most profound silence, proceeded to deliver his dis- 
course. 
The ruvemnd gentiemaa took uis text 
from the gospel according to St. Lulce xiv., 10 to '24, 
winch 
sets 
forth 
tlie 
excuses 
made by 
those 
who 
had 
been 
invited 
to 
supper, 
one having bought a 
tarm, another having 
purchased oxen and a third Having married a wife, 
and descriptive of the master sending lor.h his ser- 
vant to the iiigiiways and bmigiuc to the banquet Hie 
poor and the maimed aud the halt aud tlie blind. 
Tlie concluding verse of the text being "For I 
say unto you that none ol those men which were 
bidden shall table of my supper." Father Iiecker 
also aaded 
a text from 
the Acts ol the 
Apostles, xv, 7, "and when there had been 
much disputing Peter lose up and said unto them, 
Men and brethren, ye know now that a good while 
ago God made choice among us than the Gentiles by 
mv mouth should hear the word of the Gospel aud 
believe." 
In his introductory remarks Father 
Hecker returned thanks to the congregation 
lor 
the 
prayers 
wnicli 
had 
been 
olfered 


up for htm duving his absence of nearly eight 
mouths. He trusted he had returned renewed in 
zeal, renewed in his resolution to labor more fait h- 
fully, and he hoped with more strength to perform 
his duties. His purpose now was to make a few 
remarks—few remarks because of the heat of tlie 
day and tlie length of the ceremonies—and those 
remarks would contain some reflections concerning 


THE PKESENT STATE OP THINGS 
in the Holy Council. If any one should have said 
fifteen or twenty years ago that a great event, one 
or tne greatest events, perhaps the greatest event, of 
our age, would be the General Council Of the Cath- 
olic Church la the city of Home, such a mau would 
nave 
been regarded 
as an Idle dreamer or 
a 
religious 
enthusiast. 
At that 
peiiod or 
about that period revolution was triumphant in 
the Holy City. The Pope was in exile, sectarian 
ministers were predicting the downfall of the wnoie 
Church and her enemies had begun to smg the song 
01 victory aud joy over tlie dead body of Catholicism. 
But the tact now stared one m tne face that no event 
of this day had so taken hold ol the public attention, 
absorbed its interest, as 
the Yattcan Council 
In the Holy City 
of Home, opened by Plus 
IX. on tlie 8th December, 1809. 
And was this 
to he wondered at? He thought not when the himts 
that constituted It were considered. Some imagined 
they could pass by the Council of the Holy-Church as 
Bometliing insigniilcanf. Nations dreamed that It 
was of no importance, but somehow they had 
entirely changed their tactics. Even 1'rotestaut 
nations had thought so much of 


ITS GREAT SIGNUFCASCE 
that they had even ventured to lb.re.iten the Council, 
In case it should undertake to abridge the liberty of 
the Holy Church. And no one took mote interest in 
what was going on m the Holy city than the prime 
ministers of Protestant nations, and especially the 
one of England. Had they considered the limits 
of the Council they would not have been de- 
ceived, because if they looked at the numbers 
of the Council; if they looked at their education, 
suoposing they had a common amount of intelli- 
gence; if they looked at the great interests the 
members of the Council represented—if they re- 
garded the number or persons and tne extent or 
territory they "represented—it must be acknowledged 
that the Vatican Council was 


THE MOST AUGUST ASSEMBLAGE 
that there was any Knowledge of in tlie history of 
men. No other assemblage in the present century 
could bear any comparison with it. Consider, then, 
the elements of the Council; consider, also, the work 
In which its members were engaced. Putting those 
matters together, the Council had done already a 
very great and important work in removing 
the 
tendencies 
to 
scepticism. 
They 
were 
occupyma every avenue 
of 
imparting Know- 
ledge to the world. 
Concerning the Council, 
at Kome. The press was teeming with books and 
pamphlets discussing questions before the Council. 
The telegraphic lines and cables across tne Atlantic, 
the newspapers, the pulpits, all the avenues of im- 
parting knowledge were In a good measure 
occupied with religious truth. And ff the Council 
Had no other effect on 
the outside world 
than that, he augured from It a happy conclusion. 
And why? Because men's intelligence was made 
lor truth. Once get a man's mind turned towards 
it, once get him to recognize it, aud that recognition 
•would bring the aspiration to his will and the affec- 
tion to hli heart, and might it not be hoped that

of the Council would be great conquests outside the 
lolu of the holy Church. Again, when the great 
•work that waa doing was considered, the great fruits 
borne to the bosom of the Church were apparent. 
One of the greatest works before it waa to 
discover, to divine and to disclose those truths 
which the blessed Lord once aud for all had given to 
Hia Church and left in. her keeping.

personal experience that tlie Iloly Scriptures were 
read, were studied with care and with tht) great. 
cst carncstuess aud sincerity by the Fathers of 
the Council; and if there were any Protestant 
friends now present in the church they would at 
least awprove of tne fact of the Council readinj? the 
Bible as a most hopeful event. Secondly, they studied 
the early writers of Hie Church, all ihe fathers. They 
studied the doctrines of the Church, the theologians 
of the Church. And why f Because they ftll had 
had their light from God. They all had had their 
intelligence, and, living as some ol them did, 
nearer to the beginning of the Chinch, these works 
were consulted as aids in order that the true mean- 
ing of the Iloly Scriptures might be ascertained. 
They took testimony of Churches concerning every 
belief. They were not, however, finding out what 
this one and that one fancied. They were not finding 
out what might be their various convictions, but

revealed by the blessed Saviour, communicated to 
Ills Church from the beginning and from all time. 
Considering the great intellect Involved In Ihe In- 
vestigation, he thought 'he was safe in predicting 
among the results of the Council would be a new 
era in theological science.

The pastors of St. Anthony's church and a goodly 
proportion of its congregation are Italians. The 
fesllval yesterday was one of peculiar interest to tUe 
Italian people, aud, accordingly, they turned ont in 
force, forming, indeed, the majority of tho congrega- 
tion.

THE MUSICAL FBELUDE 
was a voluntary played on the organ by Mr. Howe, 
the skilled organist, which was followed by a "jubi- 
late" by choir, with solos by Mrs. t'lcker and Miss 
Eushby and trio by the same singers and 
Mr. Whitmg, each of whom sang most ex- 
quisitely, and then the anthem -'Almighty GoS," by 
Bvrnes, sung by the whole choir. An organ solo by 
the organist, played with cnnnlnglv artistic fingers,

THE SERMON, 
by Rev. George H. Hepworth, the young, gifted and 
most popular pastor. 
The subject— -'What Unlta- 
rlanism is aud wnat it is not"— was one of peculiar 
icterfest, and evoked not only his most searching 
power of analytical argument, but the brilliancy of 
illustration and flights ol eloquent utterance that 
have placed him In the foremost rank of our pulpit 
orators. He took his text from St. John, xhL, 13— 
"Ye eall me master and lord: and ye say well, for 
so I am." He began by saying that the lookout 
upon the future of Onitariamsiu is better now than 
It has ever been. Fifty years ago It was a little too 
faraneadof the age to ciaim a very extensive re- 
cognition. It contradicted so many of the religious 
prejudices ol the time that it was compelled to wait 
for justice. Now, lie was proud to say, the masses 
of the people, who are not exactly at ease under the 
rijnd sectarianism of many other churches, are be- 
ginning to make inquiries concerning their belief 
and the work they propose to do. Scarcely a day 
passes without the receipt of letters from ministers 
and laymen inquiring as to the doctrines that are 
peculiar to them. The question is being asked from 
all quarters 


WHAT IS UNITARIANIS.tr, 
and that question he proposed to answer as best he 
could. We have been suffering as a religious body lor 
a long time past iroin the misappreuension of the 
unlearned and the misrepresentation of the know- 
ing. The religious papers of other denominations 
have never done us exact justice. They have never 
stated our views or our peculiarities fairly, aud, 
hence, the prejudice of many against us. 
It has 
been saia of us especially that we reject Christ, a 
statement than which nothing can be more false. 
We believe of Christ what we think Christ believed 
of himself. And in our estimate of His person and 
mission we do not materially differ from some of the 
most learned of the Catholic Church aud many of 
the advanced scholars of the Church ot Enuland. 
Every sect should be judged by the statements of its 
representative roeu. It is not just to take the 
-writmss of a few extremists, who arc uot regarded 
by the Unitarian body itsuir aa iu any degree repre- 
senting Its average sentiment, as the true and only 
exponent ol its position or belief. We have men in 
our ranks who are uot trusted theologically, who 
really belong outside of any distinctively Christian 
sect, and tlie sayings of these men arc sometimes 
taken as representing the feelings and tnoughts, of 
the whole. We believe that Christ Is sirnnly what he 
so repeatedly said he was, 


THE SON OF GOD. 
We do not believe that he was very God, according 
to the Athanasian Creed; first, because such a 
dogma is not to be found in the scriptures, ami sec- 
ond, because we think It does not accord with the 
reason ana common sense of mankind. As the Son 
of God, he Is ihe whole world's Saviour, flow un- 
just to affirm that we believe in Him less than tne 
other sects. We think we believe in Him more. He 
is the providential instrument through which God 
has «>veatea himself to mankind, and the book 
which contains the record of his lile and 
teachings is the corner stone of our faith. He in- 
sisted upon it that thev were more 


STKICTLY BIBLE CHRISTIANS 
than any other body. We Interpret the book bv the 
light of aright reason; we welcome to our aid ail the 
research of science and all the zeal ot philosophy, 
sure that neither the one nor the other can Hike a 
single word away which God has spoken. See how 
the world at large has come up to our position. 
Fifty years ago nearly all the world believed in the 
terrible dogma of total depravity, and not only the 
heathen In their bhu.dne.is, but even little children, 
before a thought of evil had entered their lives, were 
supposed to be the 


VICTIMS OP OOD'S WRATH. 
You remember some of the horrible sermons on 
tills subject that made the cold chills run all over 
you and made you wonder why men were made at 
all If they were so sure to be damned. Well, how 
silently that -doctrine has crept out of our hearts. 
What a different idea of God we have now. 
Some of our 
brethren say that we 
nave 
brought about this change. He thought not 
We 
have been on the crest of the wave, a little in ad- 
vance perhaps of the religions world, but we are not 
the power that is drawinir the ocean up to the high 
water mart; the silver moon over our heads is the 
great attractive force. Itis God who Is lifting each 
age higher, and not us. What I want now 13 that 
Unitarians shall take some pains to mase their 
views known. We have been asleep for a score of 
years. Let ns publish our thought; let us show the 
world through some authoritative statement that we 
believe In Christianity as the one great redemptive 
force; let ns dare to say what we believe.

LuKe xxil., 19:—'-This do m remembrance of me." 
He said:—Yon have heard that there are measures 
under way looking to the erection of a monument to 
that Immortal Uterary genius whose light has 
just gone out^-JIr. Charles Dickens. You know that 
from the beginning ol' the world all nations have 
shown a disposition to erect lasting memorials in 
honor ol their Illustrious dead: and we daily receive 
souvenirs and remembrances from absent friends or 
when we are about to depart from those whom we 
hold dear. Our Divine Lord, knowing the sympa- 
thies and tendencies of the human heart, treated His 
disciples after this established system when He waa 
about to leave them. He took bread, and blessed it 
and broke it and gave It to them to eat, saying, 
"This is My body," and having taKea the wine He 
blessed it and gave it to them and bade them drink, 
saying, 
"THIS is irsr BLOOD;" 
and having done this He looked on His apostles and 
laid on them the solemn command "This do in re- 
membrance ot Me," thereby instituting and perpetu- 
ating the bacrameut of the .Lord's Supper, which Is 
to be a continual bond of union between Christ and 
His Church. The Bible narrative is distinct in the 
fact that Christ Is both God and man- He is 
oerfect God and perfect man entire within the 
one person. 
Christ took 
upon 
Himself 
the 
nature of man that He might teach us by His ex- 
ample the true mode of withstanding temptations 
and bearing suireilngs. He could have taken the 
lorm of an angel, but He prercrred to show His 
sympathy with mauiclnd by Kuccoring them in their 
own lorm. But Christ Is also true God. However 
men may differ in religious matters, all, even skep- 
tics, admit that no discourse has ever been deliv- 
ered on earth so run of deep, whole souled be- 
dlgnlly and God-like preceot as the Sermon on tlie 
Mount. Even the Jews, when they heard His sil- 
very tones and the heavenly sentiments He uu 
tered, declared that "never man spake like this 
man." 
His words and His deeds were alike. He 
weut about uonufdrioa to all, heailnit the sick ana 
comforting the alllicted. At the communion to-uiiy 
we are especially re.]uired to remember mm, to 
reflect on His lile and death and to gather Irom our 
meditations strength to walk in the path of the 
righteous during our earthly pilgrimage. 
At the conclusion or the regular services the 
reverend gentleman proceeded with the inaugura- 
tion services of his Free Church. He said:—To-day, 
beloved brethren and irleuds, with the apnrobation 
aud blessing of God, we inaugurate the American 
Free Chnrch.

no course of procedure to advise but-what the Scrip- 
tures always taught and the Westminster Fathers 
adopted and many of jou have been accustomed to, 
more or less, from your childhood. We have not re- 
quested any ito come with us or to join us who at- 
tended our late congregation. All who have come and 
joined have done so spontaneously, of their own 
iree will and accord. And yet there are enrolled al- 
ready about twenty-five communicants, - a much

We trust 
that the nucleus of this congregation so constituted

Remembered In Warm Weather us Well aa

A cosily situated church is that of the Churcn of 


the Transflgnratlon, located In East Twenty-ninth 
street, near Fifth avenue.' It is embowered amid trees 
and shrubbery, and one can sit within its quiet pre- 
cincts and listen to the music of the birds who sit 
and sing in the branches of the surrounding foliage 
and almost Imagine himself in the country. Nor is 
this novel characteristic 
an outside one alone. 


Within the edifice is low and built in that quaint, 
gothic style of architecture peculiar to country 
churches. 


THE MEMBERS OP THE CHURCH 


are comprised almost entirely of wealthy people- 
Situated in a locality where are the homes of many 
of the most prominent men, both m business and 
social circles, it has naturally drawn into Its folds 
an unusual number of this desirable class. Yet the 
congregation are noted for politeness to accommo- 
dating strangers, and they thus display a kind and 
Christian feeling which is not always associated with 
wealth. 
THE MUSIC 


of the chnrch is simple, yet it is of a quality that 
must always please even musically cultured ears. 
The organist of the caurcli Is Mr. Albert W. Berge. 
the eminent composer, and his reputation as one of 
our first organists has long been fully established. 
A paid choir has always been distasteful to the pas- 
tor of the church, so that the only vocal mvslc ever 
heard within its walls is made by a number of theo- 
logical students, who give their services without fee 
or reward. 


The pastor, the Kev. Dr. Houghton, is a minister 
greatly beloved by his flock. He is a plain, unas- 
suming man. and althoueh he does a great deal of 
work it Is performed In such a quiet way as to be 
scarcely known outside his own congregation. 


The church yesterday was fairly attended for so 
warm a day. The day being Trinity Sunday the 
sermon preached was appropriate to the occasion.

This church is located In Thirty-fourth street, be- 


tween Seventh and Eighth avenues. It was built 
about twelve years ago for the erratic bnt very elo- 
quent Professor Mattlson, deceased. After a time 
he seceded from the Methodist Church altogether on 
the question of slavery, and set up for hlmseli. So 
popular was he that a neat church edifice was 
promntly erected for him in Forty-first street, near 
Sixth avenue, where, during the war, he uttered his 
earnest protest against "the sum of all vlllanies.' 
When slavery ceased to exist, and the war, which 
had made the Methodist Church iu the North less 
temporizing and more united in opposition to its 
cause, had closed, Professor Mattlson again returned 
to the Church of his choice, joined the Newark Cbn- 
lerence, ana was stationed in Jersey City aud New- 
ark. 
Trinity church, has since had some eminent 
preachers filling its pulpit, among whom were -the 
eloquent Alfred Cootman, J. L. G. JacRown, Thomas 
F. Hildreth, and Its present pastor, Cyrus D. Foas, a 
man who, it Is confidently stated, has no superior, 
and few equals, as a pnlpit orator. His sermons 
never fail to carry conviction to the understanding, 
thouch the hearts or his nearers may be steeled 
against their truths. He is a young man, about 
thirty-eight years of age. 
Some of his religious 
friends and brethren tnuik so highly of him that his 
name has been mentioned in connection with the 
episcopacy as a fitting successor to Bishops Thomp- 
son or Kuigsley, lately deceased. Yesterday morn-

THE IJII'OKTASCE OP SEEKING SALVATION.

Music "The Language of the Soul"—Sermon 


by the Rev. H. D. Horthrnp. 


The Twenty-third street Presbyterian church •was 


very largely attended yesterday morning In spite of 
the intense heat, which, instead of preventing peo- 
ple from venturing oat, seemed to be ratuer a, capi- 
tal excuse for the donning of cool, white garments, 
more or less expensive—tbe value being determined, 
as far as the ladies were concerned, by the amount 
of costly lace witn which their dresses were decked. 
TUe gentlemen in wUite, ladles in white, children in 
wMte, babies in white—vlve tes fatbits wanes. TUB 
Kev. Mr. Northrup took for nis text H. Chronicles 
xxix., 2S—"And all tUe congregation worshipped, 
and the singers 
sang and 
tUe trumpeter* 


sounded." 
He said that there are two gen- 


eral divisions nnder which all mnslc may tea 
comnrised—the one secular, the 
other 
sacredj 


that it is universally admitted that tnere ismusio 
which would not suit the purposes of worship, and, 
on the other Uand, tha; there is music adapted to 
our church services which, would not be appropriate 
to some occasions. Hence he maae tae distinction 
of secular and sacred. It was not so much with 


IftlSIC AS ONE OF THS FIKE AKTS, 
or with music in its secular aspect, that he had to 
do. It was more especially of religious music ol 
which he had to treat, premising, however, that cer- 
tain things belonging to the other branch of the sub- 
ject might fall out by the way. It is worthy of note, 
first, that as the world has a political history, as 
tnere is a history of science, of literature, of certain 
great principles, so there is a history of ranac. The 
world has never been without Its "concord of sweet; 
sounds." Creation was ushered In with song. 
Through, all Scripture there runs a strain of 
harmony, and the history of man Is in pare 
the history or pipe's and flutes and harps and tim- 
brels and solos aud choruses and hallelujahs. You 
watch the curious workmanship of Jubal as ne. 
mates the harp ana reed a device Worthy of men- 
tion in the Mosaic narrative; yon examine the in- 
struments constructed by David and bolotnoa to 
give expression to the temple worship; you hear the 
triumphant song of Closes celebrating the power and 
glory of Him who has overthrown the hoise and his 
rider in the sea; you. see tile hand of Miriam, the 
prophetess, strike the timbrel as she treads on the 
jubilee: you near singer answering singer and pro- 
claiming that Saul has slain his thousands and Da- 
vid his ten thousands; and you listen to that combi- 
nation of vocal and instrumental music at the taber- 
nacle-In, Gibeon, before the ark in Jerusalem and in 
tue service of the temple, when, as the text has it, 
"all the congregation worshipped, and the singers 
sang and tne trumpeters sounded," celebrating 
tne restoration 
of religion under 
Hezeklah. 


One whole book of the Bible is devoted to tne 
psalms which resounded through the temple. Whea 
redemption is born you feel the air thrill with tee 
midnight chorus of Uettuehem; yoa gee near enough, 
to near the solemn hymn, at 


THE LAST SUPPER, 
in the npper room—patnetic words, trembling on 
rugged, sorrowful voices, and, finally cauirht up in 
vision, with tne seer or. i'atinos, yon hear the voice of, 
harpers harping with iheir harps as they sing the 
new song before the throne. All history Is musical; 
the world is musical; heaven is musical. The old 
Hebrew melodies, if they could be revived, woalol 
probably eciual, if not surpass, the most renowned 
pruducaons ol modern composers. A public wor- 
ship without song is one or the chief elements of 
attractiveness and power. Music may be said to. 
exist in the nature oi thiugs. It is in some sense the 
language of the soul. Tne human heart could nou 
utter an its emotions without it. There Is something 
about the iiarinony of sounds which pleases the ear; 
something about noise, irrespective of time or tone, 
which has a certain unarm and power. Yon see tna 
effect upon cnndren. Give a baby a rattlebox and 
you make it happy. A boy gets a whist,e or a drum, 
blows aud thumps with uuauaied vigor all about the 
house and crazes everybody except himself. He 
thinks it is delightful. No'.v, you take noise and make 
it musical aud all tne youngsters are charmed with it. 
A man comes along with an old hand organ, in the 
lost stages of a decline—it does not matter—he nas a 
crowd ol" children, around him wherever he goes. A 
band of music inarch js through the streets—tlve hun- 
dred ooys escort it—people rush to the windows— 
even the minister leaves his sermon—to hear some 
favorite air. They get up a great jubilee In Boston; 
or New York; there is to be moslc on a grand scale; 
people flock to hear it by thousands and tens ot 
thousands. 
wire is IT? 
Simply because when the sweet strain trembles on 
the air, when the magnificent chorus swells like th« 
thunder, when many mstiuments unite their sounds 
In pleasing combination it moves the heart—there 
is soinetuuig there in the breast which responds. 
Is rt uossioie for any orator appealing to the under- 
standing ana the sensibilities, lo outstrip the power 
or music ui moving us both to smiles and tears? 
When uo word Is syoken, when only sounds are ut- 
tered which convey no thought, the deepest emotions 
of the ioul can be awakuned. Here Air. Northrup. 
said he had lived ye'ars m many moments whilu 
under the influence of "this great enchantment;" 
had had old scenes leeallud wiilch had louj? been 
slumbering; had caucht again the vision of old faces 
which had laded Use a summer cloud; had lelC 
again the pulsation of joys aud griefs which he Had 
thought were buried forever. If the musical faculty 
is natural to man juu will agree that we are aa 
much responsible for Its right and proper use oa 
for the use of reason or the affections, and especially 
when it is God's Intention that it be amen to (he 
service ot praise, ana employed as an instrument m 
our religious exercises. We cannot lirnore it or treat 
it with indifference. It becomes an important in- 
quiry, therefore, what kind of music we shall pa- 
tronise, and what kind of music we shall have la 
our sanctuaries. Kegarded either as an entertain- 
ment or as an element ui worship, we cannot over- 
IUOK the idea of art. There is no occasion when 
poor music is to be preferred to good. It should be 
oar study to have tue best of everything-. There is 
more sin in having poor music in church— 
music 
which 
limps 
and 
Is 
likely 
every 


moment to break down and come to grief— 
than 
there 
is 
in a 
concert 
hall, where 
yon pay your way in aud ntter loud execrations if 
the entertainment is defective. Mr. Northrup said, 
his hearers might be wondering perhaps what he 
would say about the opera. That it furnishes some 
of 
THE BEST ilCSIC EVER COMPOSED, 


Us said, is undoubtedly true; that selections are 
sung In all our churches every das, while few suspect 
wnence, they come. He said he should not bestow 
mfquaiiiled approbation upon the opera, for its ac- 
companiments are of such a character—the subject 
celebrated in song is such, being in many instances 
that form of love which, borders on licentiousness— 
the words are such, so corrupting when translated 
in plain English, so vlllanously suggestive or im- 
morality; the batlet, which in many cases is fonud 
to be a necessary 
accessory, is so damaging 
to parity; the whole thing is generally so nn- 
trne to life, unless it be the lowest form of 
life, that tt will not do for a Christian minister 
whose nigh work it is to guard the morals of society 
and lift men up to a hlgner plane of living, to take 
unquah'ned ground in its favor. Some persons say, 
"We are not corrupted by the ballet and such like 
things." Then i say to such, men yon are 


ItOTTBS ALREADY, 
and that Is the reason you are not corrnnted. Mr. 
Northrup said he never attended out one opera in 
his life, and did not know if he ever cored to attend 
another.

g Concurrence with Christ was shown in four ways- 
one is hearty concurrence of the intellect in Christ's 
opinions, of the great fundamentals of spiritual Me, 
and these Dr. Deems held to be the soul, sin duty 
and God. He showed at large what Cnrist thought 
oa all these points, what his undeniable opinion 
was, that which all men differing in their interpre-

Then our lives are to be shaped like His life. His 
was a life of devotion to God and humanity.

Papal Infallibility— Sermon by the Rev. Dr.

During the first 
three centuries, while persecution assailed Chris- 
tianity, she was shielded from danger incidental to 
her position.

•when He says that the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against His Church. Infallibility was not a caprice 
01 the papacy; it was a logical conclusion, and fol- 
lows necessarily from the premises involved in the 
Roman supremacy which has ever been its net 
theory.

We can, therefore, sea the force of Chrlsrs 
words, "I am uot come to destroy, but to fulfill." He 
came, Indeed, to destroy error, but to bmld up on its 
rum the structure of everlasting truth and righteous- 
ness. Christianity was not an entirely sew religion, 
as many suppose, but a continuation, an enlarge- 
ment or the truth, winch preceded it. Were it other- 
wise we should have to believe that no truth had 
been revealed before it, and that the world had lived 
In a state of complete spiritual darkness. 


THE OFFICE OP' CHSISTIANlrr, 
Sowever, was, In the words of its Divine Teacher, to 
'•mini," and to embrace more Mly all truth that 
had gone before it. The Xew Testament did not, 
therefore, cancel or make obsolete the old—it sap- 
plied a want, and added the last glorious chapters 
SO the volume which we call the Bible. By one class 
Jesus is regarded as a destructive radical; by others

a righteousness of faith and of the heart, which does 
gooa, because It is good;^a spiritual deliverance, 
which puriaes the thoughts and elevates the mo- 
tives of mankind.

It is" necessary to true 
happiness to be at peace with Goa, and the only 
means of obtaining this blessing is by continual 
prayer.

Temperance as an Essential to

Man's Outy to His Maker—Sermon by Rev. 
Henry Powers. 
The congregation of the Elm place Congregational 


church listened to an excellent sermon yesterday by 
their pastor, Kev. Henry Powers. After the sinzing 
of several hymns and the reading of a portion of the 
Scriptures the reverend gentleman took for his text 
the following:—"And every man who strlveth for 
the mastery Is temperate in all things"—First 
Corinthians, lx., 25. The allusion in these words 
was to the foot races, one of the Isthmian games, at 
Corinth. In order to enter the contest with a prospect 
of success they must be temperate. In the root race 
onlv one could win, the prize and be crowned with 
laurels. Therefore a comparison, had been made be- 
tween the law which governed this race and the 
result of the Christian race. The assertion was that 


TEMPERANCE WAS ESSENTIAL TO SUCCESS. 
The hope of the Christian was to win the 
crown, 
and 
the 
heart of every 
Christian 
should be filled with a desire 
to prove suc- 
cessful in the end. No man could be temperate 
in all these things who was in the habit of using 
intoxicating drinks. 
And yet temperance did 
not mean total abstinence. 
It meant self-control, 
with power of sacrifice for an object, the sacrifice 
of pleasure, ease; the power of retraining from taking 
things, the power of laying aside many things wnicn 
might be abandoned by the Christian in the race for 
heaven. They must be temperate In all things that 
pertain to the race. As an illustration of the law 
or temperance, he mentioned the fact that he was 
present at

between the Red Stockings and another club, and 
watched with interest the power of endurance exhi- 
bited by the combatants in that game. It showed it 
was the result of temperance. It was because all the 
conditions of the laws of temperance had been com- 
plied with that there was such a manifestation of 
skill displayed on that occasion. The highest result 
might be achieved by an observance of this law. 
Even the soul might be delivered ;rom the bondage 
of sia and death by it. The man who engages in 
business obeys the law that he may be successful 
for his family is depending upon-him and he is made 
joyful aud happy by the welcome he receives when 
he returns to his home. Paul was great in his Intel- 
lect and was a Pharisee among the Pharisees. He 
was all things to 
all 
men. 
He 
became 
as a Jew that he 
might 
gain 
the 
Jews. 
If he had been an ambitious man he might have 
held positions, but lie chose to be an humble fol- 
lower of Christ and preach the Gospel. He even 
gave up his right to the support from the Church 
and earned his living himself, that he might be a 
charge to none. His was sell-surrender that he 
might obtain salvation. There were three stages 
in the Christian life. First, the law; second, ihe 
duty and third the love. First we were enemies, 
next we were servants and then we were friends. 
God came to us as 


OUK FRIEND, 
and we learned to love him. Just as in the case of 
the child. First there was the law of tlie household, 
which he was compelled to obey—the lather taking 
God's place, ana the child, although looking at him 
as an enemy, learning at last to love him. This law 
in the infancy was the same as the law in the infan- 
cy of the race of man. SpeaKlng of the sacrillce aud 
love for others the reverend gentlemau made the fol- 
lowing quotation:—

People who are familiar with Brooklyn churches 


remember the gloomy structure at the corner of 
Remsen aud Heury streets, where the sombre oak 
ornamentation was only lighted by the slow and 
splendor of the preacher's eloquence. The Pilgrims 
have changed all this, and Dr. Storrs' church is now 
one of the brightest and most cheerful In the city. 
For some -mouths the congregation have met in tiie 
Academy of Music, while the work of enlarging and 
renewing has been going on. aud Sunday a week 
ago the first service was hela in the old quarters. 
Tlie church has been enlarged and flnely decorated 
In colors, and a lecture aud Sunday school rooms 
have been added. 


Dr. Storrs is a popular preacher in the best sense 


of the term, and during ail the time that he preached 
at the Academy had very large congregations. 
It 


would seem by his experience there, where he had 
far more hearers than even in his own church, that 
anamp'e, free church is the kind of institution to 
attract tne masses; given, of course, a preacher of 
the right kind. Dr. Storrs is a man of rare cultiva- 
tion, and aims to interest hia hearers bv sermons 
carefully considered and logically arranged rather 
than by masses of words grotesquely grouped with 
a view to sensation. His eloouence is of the "rave 
and stately kind, and thougn it is often imoassioned, 
It never loses its dignity. 


The text yesterday morning was Ephesians, lv., 15 
"But speaking the truth m "love, may grow up into 
Him in all things, which is tlie Head, even 
Christ." The preacher said:—Man's ethics re- 
quire truth, 
society could not 
preserve its 
coherence without it. 
Nothing could be more 
chaotic 
than a 
society where the law of 
truth was not recognized. So it comes to pass that 
deviation from truth is dishonored and punished. 
This law is only reaffirmed and made more distinct 
by the Christian rule; out at the same time is added 
the element ol love; the natural law is not 
enough, without 
being combined with love 
to 
God 
and man. When ia 
colors 
we 
combine bine and red, we have rnirple, qnite another 
tint; so if we combine natural law with love we 
change Its quality. If we receive a favor from one we 
personally love the feeling of obligation becomes gra- 
titude. If we endure pain, loving him who inflicts It, 
that which would otherwise be stoicism becomes 
sweet submission. Serf-reproach becomes peni- 
tence if the wrong act is committed against one 
whom we love. Conviction or truth becomes faith 
if the truth be received throug-h the affections—a 
faith ampler and more vital fiian any simple 
belief. 
Our 
desires, when 
expressed 
to a 
being we 
love 
become 
prayers, 
and our 
outlook to the future world Is cnanged from vagu" 
expectation to joyful hope by the same transforming 
power of love. 


THE POWER, OP LOVE. 
Speaking the truth is the rule of human ethics; 
speaking it in love is the higher Christian law. Love 
has the power to exalc human rules into Christian 
virtues. And it is this all-powerful principle of love 
that God came to reveal in the person ot His Son. 
We see God's greatness in the outward world; but it 
is only iu Christ that we can realize and feel His per- 
sonal love for us. 
In no other way could the 
Divine will have so drawn the heart of tae world as 
by revealing itself through the tender eyes of Christ. 
It makes no difference what else we feel or imagine 
or hope, if this personal love is not In ns then the 
great work of our salvation is not completed, and 
we need to pray for assistance from the Holy Spirit 
It is the office of Christianity to nourish and educate 
this principle ol love. The office and fellowship of 
the Church is to. nourish in men personal love to 
Christ. That is the truest Church where this prin- 
ciple Is most strengthened. The question which 
testa 
our 
doctrine 
is 
this:—Does 
It 
re- 
sult in a tender personal 
love to Christ? 
No matter how ancient our Church or now splendid, 
how full of literature or art or song, it is a mere in- 
etttutlou of human ambition or pride unless Una 
spirit of tender love combines with every other ele- 
ment. So win this church structure become dear to 
us only as we learn within it this great lesson. Love 
is the element of which heaven Is made.
